By the Bishops, the Clergy^ and the Zjtity Of the Protest-^ 
ant Episcopal Church in the United States of Americaf 
in C invent ioju this 1 6th Day of October 9 in the Year of 
our Lord one thousand seven hundred and eighty-nine* 

JL HIS Convention, having in their present Session set 
forth A Book 0/ Common Prayer y and Administration of 
the Sacraments, and other Rites and Ceremonies of the 
Church, do hereby establish the said Book: And they 
declare it to be the Liturgy of this Church; and require, 
that it be received as such by all the Members of th6 
same: And this Book shall be in Use from and after the 
1st Day of October, in the Year of our Lord one thou« 
sand seven hundred and ninety. , 
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PREFACE. 



IT is a most invaluable part of that blessed liberty wherewith 
Christ hath made us free^ that in his worship, different torms 
ana usages may without offence be allowed, provided the sub- 
stance oi the faith be kept entire ; and that, in every Church, 
what cannot be clearly determined to belong to Doctrine must 
be referred to Discipline ; arid therefore, by common consent 
and authority, may be altered, abridged, enlarged, amended, or 
otherwise disposed of, as may seem most convenient for the edi- 
fication of the j)eople, " according to the various exigencies of 
times and occasions." 

The Church of England^ to which the Protestant Episcopal 
Church in these Stales is indebted, under GOD, for her first 

foundation and^-a \r \ wf \ r nnti mn nrr of m i|7ji nrr r nrr and protec- 
tion, hath, in the Prtfece of her Book of Common Prayer, laid. 
it down as a Rule, that " The Particular Forms of Divine Wor- 
ship, and the Rites and Ceremonies appointed to be used therein, 
being things in dieir own nature indifierent and alterable, and so 
acknowledged, it is but reasonable that, upon weighty and im- 
portant considerations, according to the various exigencies of 
times and occasions, such changes and alterations should be 
made therein, as to those who are in places of authority should, 
from time to time, seem either necessary or expedient." 

The same Church hath not only in her Preface, but likewise 
in her Articles and Homilies, declared the necessity arid expe- 
diency of occasional alterations and amendments in her Forms 
of Public Worship ; and we find accordinglj^, that, seeking to 
^' keep the happy mean between too much stiffness in refusing, 
and too much easiness in admitting variations in things once 
advisedly established, she hath, in the reign of several Princes, 
since the first compiling of her Liturgy^ in the time of Edward 
the Sixth, upon just and weighty considerations her thereunto, 
moving, yielded to make such sdterations in some particulars, 
as in their respective times were thought convenient ; yet so as 
that the main body and essential parts of the same (as well in 
the chiefest materials, as in the frame and order thereof) have 
still been continued firm and unshaken." 

Her general aim in these different Reviews and Alterations 
hath been, as she further declares in her said Preface, " to do 
that which, according to her best understanding, might most 
tend to the preservation of peace and unity in^the Church ; the 
procuring of reverence, and the exciting of pfety and devotion 
in the worship of God ; and, finally, the cutting off occasion, 
from them that seek occasion, of cavil or quarrel against her Li- 
turgy." And although, according to her judgment, there be 
not " any thing in it contrary to the Word (rf God, or to sound 
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doctrine, or which a godly man may not with a good conscience 
use and submit unto, or which is not fairly defensible, if allowed 
such just and favourable construction, as, in common equity, 
ought to be allowed to all human writings ;" yet upon the prin- 
ciples already laid down, it cannot but be supposed, that further 
alteration would in time be found expedient. Accordingly, a 
commission for a review was issued in the year 1689 : But tnis 
great and good work miscarried at that time ; and the Civil Au- 
thority has not since thought proper to revive it by any new 
Commission.^ 

But when in the course of Divine Providence, these Ameri- 
can States became independent with respect to Civil Govern- 
ment, their Ecclesiastical Independence was necessarily includ- 
ed; and the different religious denominations of Christians in 
these States were left at full and equd liberty to model and or- 
ganize their respective Churches, and forms of worship, and 
discipline, in such manner as they might judge most convenient 
for their future prosperity : consistency irith the Constitution 
and Laws of their Country. 

The attention of this Church was, in the first place, drawn to 
those alterations in the Litur^ which became necessary in tlic 
Prayers for our Civil Rulers, in consequence of the Revdutiom 
And the principal care herein was to make them conibrmable to 
what ought to be the proper end of all such prayers, namely, 
that " Rulers may have grace, wisdom, and understanding to ex- 
ecute justice, and to maintain truth ;" and that the People " may 
lead quiet and peaceable lives, in all godliness and honesty." 

But while these alterations were in review before the Con- 
ventwriy they could not but, with gratitude to God, embrace the 
happy occasion which was offered to them (uninfluenced and un- 
restrained by any worldly authority whatsoever) to take a further 
review of the Public Service^ and to establish such other altejr- 
ations and amendments therein as might be deemed expedient. 

It seems unnecessary to enumerate all the different alterations 
and amendments. They will appear, and it is to l>e hoped, the 
reasons of them also, upon a comparison of this with the Book 
of Common Prayer of the Church of England. In which it will 
also appear, that this Church is far from intending to depart from 
the Church of England in any essential pnoint of doctrine, disci* 
pline, or worship; or further than local circumstances require. 

And now, this important work being brought to a conclusion^ 
it is hoped the whole will be received and examined by every 
true Member of our Church, and every sincere Christian, with 
a meek, candid, and charitable frame of mind; without prejUf 
dice or prepossessions ; seriously considering what ' Christianity 
is, and what the truths of the Gospel are ; and earnestly be- 
seeching Almighty God to accompany with his blessing every 
endeavour for promulguting thein to munkind in the clearest, 

Jlainest, most affecting ^nd majestic manner, for the sake oi 
esus Christi our blessed Lord and Saviour.

HOW THE PSALTER 19 APPOINTED 

TO BE READ. 

np'HE Psalter should be read through once every month, as it 
X is there appointed, both for Morning and Evening Prayer. 
But in February it shall be read only to the twenty-eighth or 
tiventy-ninth Day of the Month. 

• And whereas January y March, May, July, August j October ^ 
and December, have one-and-thirty days a-piece ; it is ordered, 
that the same Psalms shall be read the last Day of the said 
Months which were read the Day before ; so that the Psalter 
rosa^ begin againrthe first Day of the next month ensuuig. 
^ And whereas the 119th Psalm is divided into twenty-two Por- 
tions, and is over-long to be read at one time ; it i$ so ordered, 
that at one time shall not be read above four or five of the said 

Portions. .— _ 

The Minister, instead of reading Trom the Psalter as divided 
for Daily Morning and Evening Prayer, may read one of the 
Selections set out by this Church. 

And, on Days of Fasting and Thanksgivmg, appointed either 
by the Civil or by the Ecclesiastical Authority, Ae Minister 
may appoint such Psalms as he shall think fit in his discretion, 
uiitess any shall have been appomted by the Ecclesiastical Au- 
thority, in a Service set out for the Occasion ; which, in that 
case, snail be used, and no other.

And to know what Lessons shall be read every Day, look for 
the Day of the Month in the Calendar following, and there ye 
sJiall find the Chapters that shall be read for the Lessons, both 
at Morning and Evening Prayer; except only the Moveable 
Feasts, which are not in the Calendar; and^e Immoveable, 
where there is a Blank left in the Column of Hissons ; the pro- 

?;r Lessons for all which Days are to be found in the Table of • 
roper Lessons. 

And, on Days of Fastingand Thanksgiving, the same Rule is 
to obtain as in reading the Psalms. 

And the same discretion of choice is allowed, on occasions of 
Ecclesiasticai Conventions, and those of Charitable Collections. 

jijid Note, That whensoever Proper Psalms or Lessons are ap- 
pointed, then the Psalms and Lessons of ordinary course ap- 
pointed in the Psalter and Calendar, if they be different, shall 
be omitted for that time. 

Note abo. That the Cpliect, Epistle, and Gospel, appointed for 
the Sunday, shall se.rve all the Week after, where it is not in 
this Book otherwise ordered.

Then 
Joseph her husband, being ^ 
just man, and not willing to 
make her a public example, 
was minded to put her away 
privily. But while he thought 
on these things, behold, the an- 
gel of the Lord appeared unto 
him in a dream, saying, Joseph, 
thou son of David, fear not to 
take unto thee Mary thy wife ; 
for that which is conceived in 
her is of the Holy Ghost : And 
she shall bring fortli a Son, and 
thou shalt call his name Jesus ; 
for he shall save his people from 
their sins. Now all this was 
done, that it might be fulfilled 
which was spoken of the Lord , 
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by the prophet, sajring, Behold, 
a Virgin shall be with child, and 
shall bring forth a Son, and they 
shall call his name Emmanuel, 
which, being interpreted, is God 
with us. Then Joseph being 
raised from sleep, did as the an- 
gel of the Lord had bidden him, 
and took unto him his wife; 
and knew her not till she had 
brought forth her first-born Son : 
and he csdled his name Jesus.

The Epistle. Rom. iv. 8. 

BLESSED is the man to 
whom the Lord will not 
impute sin. Cometh this bless- 
edness then upon the circum- 
cision only, or upon the uncir* 
cumcision also? For we say, 
that faith was reckoned to A- 
braham for righteousness. How 
was it then reckoned ? when he 
was in circumcision,^ or in un- 
circumcision ? Not in circum- 
cision, but in uncircumcision. 
And he received the sign of cir- 
cumcision, a seal of the^ righ- 
teousness of the faith which he 
had, yet being uncircumcised ; 
that he might be the father of 
all them that believe, though 
they be not circumcised ; that 
righteousness might be imputed 



unto them also : and the fathef 
of circumcision to them who 
are not of the circumcision only, 
but also walk in the steps of 
that faith of our father Abraham, 
which he had^^ being yet uncir- 
cumcised. lor the promise, 
that he should be the heir of the 
world, was not to Abraham, or 
to his seed, through the law, but 
through the righteousness of 
faith. For if they which are of 
the law be heirs, faith is made 
void, and the promise made of 
none effect. 

The Gospel. St. Luke ii. 15. ♦ 

AND it came to pass, as the 
angels were goneaway from 
them into heaven, the shepherds 
said one to another, Let us now 
go even unto Bethlehem, and 
see this thing which is come to 

Eass, which 3ie Lord hath made 
nownuntous. And they came 
with haste, and found Mary 
and Joseph, and the babe lying 
in a manger. And when they 
had seen it, they made known 
abroad the saying which was 
told them concerning this child. 
And all they that heard it won- 
dered at those things^ which Were 
told them by the shepherds. 
But Mary kept all these things, 
and pondered them in her heart. 
And tlie shepherds retumed, 
glorifying arid praising God for 
all the things that they had heard 
and seen, as it was told unto 
them. And when eight days 
were accomplished for the cir- 
cumcising of the child, his name 
was called JESUS, which was 
so named of the angel before he 
was conceived in the womb.

The Epistle. Ephes. iii. 1. 

FOR this cause, I Paul, the 
prisoner of Jesus Christ for 
you Gentiles ; if ye have heard 
of the ^spensation of the grace 
of God, wluch is given me to 
^rou-ward; how that by revela- 
tion he made known unto me 
the mystery (as I wrote afore in 
few words, whereby, when ye 
read, ye may understand my 
knowledge in the mystery of 
Christ) which in other ages was 
not made known unto the sons 
of meii, as it is now revealed 
imto his holy Apostles and Pro- 
phets by the Spirit; that the 
Gentiles should be fellow-heirs, 
and of the same body, and par- 
takers of his promise in Christ, 
by the Gospel : whereof I \vas 
made a minister, according to 
the gift of the grace of God, 
given unto me by the effectual 
working of his power. Unto 
me, who am less than the least 
of all saints, is this grace given, 
that I should preach among the 
Gentiles the unsearchable riches 
of Christ; and to make all men 
see what is the fellowship of the 
mystery, which from the begin- 
ning of the world hath been hid 
in God, who created all things 
by Jesus Christ: to the intent 
that now unto the principalities 



and powers in heavenly plac^ 
might be known, by tlie Church, 
the manifold wisdom of God, 
according to the eternal purpose 
which he purposed in Christ 
Jesus our Lord ; in whom we 
have boldness and access with 
confidence by the faith of him. 

The Gospel. St. Matt. ii. 1. 

WHEN Jesus was bom in 
Bethlehem of Judea^ in 
the days of Herod the kmg, 
behold, there came wise men 
from the east to Jerusalem, say- 
ing. Where is he that is bom 
Kmg of the Jews? for we have 
seen his star in the east, and arc 
come to worship him. When 
Herod tlie king had heard these 
things, he was troubled, and all 
Jerusalem with him. And 
when he had gadiered all Ac 
chief priests and* scribes of the 
people together, he demanded 
of them where Christ should 
be bom. And they saicj unto 
him. In Bethlehem of Judea : 
For thus it is written by the pro- 
phet. And thou Bedilehem in 
the land of Juda, art not the 
least among the princes of Juda ; 
for out of thee shall come a 
Governor that shall rule my 
people Israel. Then Herod, 
when he had privily called the 
wise men, inquired of them 
diligentlv what time the star 
appeared. And he sent them 
to Bethlehem, and said. Go, 
and search diligently for the 
young child, and when ye ha.ve 
found him, bring me word again, 
tliat I may come and worship 
him also. When they had heard 
the king, they departed; and 
lo, die star which they saw in 
the east went before tnem, till 
it came and stood over where 
the young gbild was. Wbea 
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they saw the star, they rejoiced 
with exceeding great joy. And 
when they were come into the 
house, they saw the young child 
with Mary his mother^ and fell 
down and worshipped him: 
And when they had opened 
their treasures, they presented 
unto him gifts ; gold, and frank- 
incense, and myrrh. And be- 
ing warned of God in a dream, 
that they should not return to 
Herod, they departed into their 
own country another way..

The Epistle, Rom. xii. 1. 

I Beseech you therefwe. bre- 
thren, by the mercies oi God, 
tfiat ye present your bodies a 
living sacrifice, holy, acceptable 
unto God, which is yoiu* rea- 
sonable service.

And when 
they had fulfilled the days, as 
they returned, the child Jesus 
tarried behind in Jenisalem;: 
and Joseph and his mother knew 
not of it. But they supposing 
him to have been in the com- 
-pany, went a day's journey, and 
they sought him among their 
kinsfolk and acquaintance. And 
when they found him not, they 
turned back again to Jerusalem,, 
seeking him. And it came to 
pass, that after three days they 
found him in the temple, sitting 
in the midst of the doctors, both 
heai^ing them, and asking them 
questions. And all that heard 
him were astonished at his un- 
derstanding and answers. And 
when they saw him, they were 
amazed: and his mother said 
unto him. Son, why hast thou 
thus dealt with us? behold, thy 
father and I have sought thee 
sorrowing. And he said unto 
them, How is it that ye sought 
me? wist ye not that I must be 
about my Father's business? 
And they understood not the 
saying which he spake unto 
them. And he went down with 
them, and came to Nazareth, 
and was subject unto them : but 
his mother kept all these say- 
ings in her heart. And Jesu& 
increased in wisdom, and sta- 
ture, and in favour with God 
and man.

HAVING then gifts, differ- 
ing according to the grace 
that is given to us, whether pro- .

on teaching ; or he that exhort- 
eth, on exhortation: he that 
giveth, let him do it with sim- 
plicity; he that ruleth, with 
diligence; he thatshoweth mer- 
cy, with cheerfulness.

Be of the same mind one to- 
wards another. Mind not high 
things, but condescend to men 
of low estate. 

The Gospel. St. John ii. 1. 

AND the third day there was 
a marriage in Cana of 
Galilee, and the mother of Je- 



sus was there. And both Jesus 
was called, and his disciples^ 
to the marriage. And when 
they wanted wine, the mother 
of Jesus saith unto him, They 
have no wine. Jesus saith imto 
her. Woman, what have I to do 
with thee ? mine hour is not yet 
come. His mother saith unto 
the servants, Whatsoever he 
saith unto you. do it. And 
there were set there six water- 
pots of stone, after the manner 
of tlie purifying of the Jews, 
containing two or three firkins 
apiece. Jesus saith unto diem, 
I ill the water- pots with water.* 
And they filled them up to the 
brim. And he saitli unto them. 
Draw out now, and bear unto 
the governor of the feast. And 
they bare it. When the ruler 
of the feast liad tasted the water 
that was made wine, and knew 
not whence it was (but the ser- 
vants which' drew the water 
knew) the governor of the kBst 
called the bridegroom, and saith 
unto him, Every man at the 
beginning doth set forth good 
wine, and when men have well 
drunk, ^ Hen that which is worse : 
but thou hast kept the good wine 
until now. This beginning of 
miracles did Jesus in Caiia of 
Galilee, and manifested forth 
his glory, and liis disciples be- 
lieved on him.

WHEN he was come down 
from the mountain, great 
multitudes followed him. And 
behold, there came a leper and 
worshipped him, saying, Lord, 
if thou wilt, thou canst make 
me clean. And Jesus put forth 
his hand, and touched him, say- 
ing, I will ; be thou clean. And 
immediately his leprosy was 
cleansed. And Jesus saith unto 
i^m* See thou tell no man, but 
go tny Way, show thyself to the 
Driest, and offer the gift that 
Moses commanded for a testi- 
mony unto themi. And when 
Jesus was entered into Caper- 
naum, there came unto him a 
Centurion beseeching him, and 
saying. Lord, my servant lieth 
at home sick of the palsy, griev- 
ously tormented. And Jesus 
saith unto him, I will come and 
heal him. The Centurion an- 
swered and said, Lord, I am 
not worthy that tliou shouldest 
come under my roof; but speak 
the word only, and my servant 
shall be healed. For I am a 
raan under authority, Jiaving 



soldiers under me: and I say 
unto this man. Go, and he 
goeth; and to another. Come, 
and he cometh ; and to my ser- 
vant. Do this, and he doeth it. 
When Jesus heard it, he mar- 
veiled, and said to them that 
followed. Verily I say unto you, 
1 have not found so. great faith, 
no not in Israel* And I say 
unto you, that many shall come 
from the east and west, and 
shall sit down with Abraham, 
and Isaac, and Jacob, in the 
kingdom of heaven: But the 
children of the kingdom shall 
be cast out into outer darkness ; 
there shall be weepingand gnash- 
ing of teeth. And Jesus sdd 
unto the Centurion, Go thy 
way, and as thou hast believed, 
so be it done unto thee. Ana 
his servant was healed in the 
self-same hour.

For, for this 
cause pay ye tribute also; for 
they are God's ministers, at- 
tending continually upon this 
very tmng. Render, therefore, 
to all their dues; tribute to 
whom tribute is due, custom 
to whom custom, fear to whom 
fear, honour to whom honour. 

The Gospel. St. Matt. viii. 23. 

AND when he was entered 
into a ship, his disciples 
followed him. And behold, 
there arose a great tempest in 
the sea, insomuch that the ship 
was covered with the waves; 
but he was asleep. And his 
disciples came to him, and 
awoke him, saying.

And when he was come to the 
other side, into the country of 
the Gergesenes, there met him 
two possessed with devils, com- 
ing out of the tombs, exceed- 



ing fierce, so that no man might 
pass by that way. And, behold," ' 
they cried out, saying. What 
have we to do with thee, Jesus, 
thou Son of God? art thou 
come hither to torment us be- 
fore the time ? And there was 
a good way off- from them an 
herd of manv swine, feeding. 
So the devils besought him, 
saying. If thou cast us out, suf- 
fer us to go away into the herd 
of swine. And he said unto 
them, Go. And when they 
were come out, they went into 
the herd of swine ; and, behold, 
the whole herd of swine ran 
violently down a steep place 
into the sea, and perished in 
the waters. And they that kept 
them fled, and went their ways 
into the city, and told every 
thing, and what was befallen to 
the possessed of the devils* 
And, behold, the whole city 
came out to meet Jesus; and 
when they saw him, they be- 
sought him, that he would de- 
part out of their coasts.

Is it not law- 
ful for me to do what I will with 
mine own ? Is thine eye evil, 
because I am good ? So the last 
shall be first, and the first last ; 
for many be called, but few 
chosen.

For ye suffer if a man bring you 
into bondage,, if a man devour 
you, if a man take of you, if a 
num exalt himself, if a man 
smite you on the face. I speak 
as concerning reproach, as 
though we had been weak : how- 
beit, whereinsoever any is bold 
(I speak foolishly) I am bold 
also. Are they Hebrews? so 
am I : are they Israelites ? so 
am I : are they the seed of 
Abraham? so am I: are they 
ministers of Christ ? (I speak asr 
a fool) I am more: In labours 
more abundant; in stripes a- 
bove measure; in prisons more 
frequent ; in deaths oft. Of the 
Jews five times received I forty 
stripes save one ; thrice was I 
beaten with rods ; once was I 
stoned ; thrice I suffered shipx 
wreck ; a night and a day I have 
been in the deep ; in joumey- 
ings often ; in perils of waters ; 
in perils of robbers ; in perils by 
niine own countrymen ; in pe- 
rils by the heathen ; in perils in 
the city ; in perils in the wilder- 
ness; in perils in the sea; in 
perils among false brethren ; in 
weariness and painfulness; in 
watchings ofton ; in hunger and 
thirst ; in fastings often ; in cold 
and nakedness; besides those 
things that gre without, that 
v/hich cometh upon me daily, 
the cai'e of all the Churches. 
Who is weak, and I am not 
weak ? who is offended, and I 
burn not? If I must needs 
glorj^, I will glor^- of the things 
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which concern mine infirmities. 
The God and Father of our 
Lord Jesus Christ, which is 
blessed for evermore, knoweth 
that I lie not. 

The Gospel St Luke viii. 4. 

WHEN much people were 
gathered together, and 
wer^ come to him out of everv 
city, he spake by a parable : A 
sower went out to sow his seed ; 
and as he sowed^ some fell by 
the way side, and it was trodden 
down, and the fowls of the air 
devoured it ; and some fell up- 
on a rock, and as soon as it was 
sprung up, it withered away, 
because it lacked moisture ; and 
some fell among thorns, and the 
thorns sprang up widi it, and 
choaked it; and other fell on 
good ground, and sprang up, 
and bare fruit aji hundred fold. 
And when he had said these 
things, he cried. He that hath 
ears to hear, let him hear. And 
his disciples asked him, saying. 
What might this parable be? 
And he said. Unto you it is giv- 
en to know the mysteries of the 
kingdom of God : but to others 
in parables; that seeing they 
might not see, and hearing they 
might not understand. Now 
tlie parable is this : The seed is 
the word of God. Those by 
the way side are they that hear ; 
then Cometh the devil, and tak- 
eth away the word outof dieir 
hearts, lest they should believe 
and be saved. They on the 
rock are they, which, when they 
hear, leceive the word witli joy ; 
and these have^ no root,^ which 
for a while believe, and in time 
of temptation fall away. And 
that wnich fell among thorns are 
they, which, when they have 
heard, go forth^ and are choak- 



ed with cares, and riches, and 
pleasures of this life, and bring 
no fruit to perfection. But that 
on the good ground are tfiey. 
which, in an honest and good 
heart, having heard the word, 
keep it, and bring forth fruit 
with patience. 

The Sunday called Q^inouage- 
sima^ or the next oimday oe^ 
fore Lent. 

The Collect. 

OLord, who hast taught us 
that all our doings without 
charity are nothing worth ; send 
thy Holy Ghost, and pour into 
our hearts that most excellent 
gift of charity, the very bond of 
peace, and of all virtues; with- 
out which, whosoever liveth is 
counted dead before thee : Grant 
this for thine only Son Jesus 
Christ's sake.

The Epistle. 1 Cor. xiii. 1. 

THOUGH I speak with the 
tongues of men and of an- 
gels, and have not charity, I am 
become as sounding brass or a 
tinkling cymbal: And though 
I have the gift of prophecy, and 
understand all mysteries, and 
all knowledge; and though I- 
have all faith, so that I could 
remove mountains, and have 
not charity, I am nothing. And 
though I bestow all my goods 
to feed the poor, and though I 
give my body to be burned, and 
have not charity, it profiteth me 
nothing. Charity suftereth long, 
and is kind ; chsurity enviethi not ; 
charity vaunteth not itself; is 
not puffed up ; doth not behave 
itself unseemly ; seeketh not her 
own ; is not easily provoked ; 
thinketh no evil; rejoiceth not 
in iniquity, but rejoiceth in 
the truth; Jbeareth all things, 
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bdieveth all things, hopeth all 
things, endiireth all things./Cha- 
rity never faileth : but whether 
there be prophecies, they shall 
fail ; whether there be tongues, 
they shall cease; whether there 
be knowledge, it shall vanish 
away. For we know in part, 
and we prophesy in parj:- But 
when that which is pejrfect is 
come, then that which jM in part 
shall be done away. When I 
was a child, I spake as a child, 
I understood as a child, I thought 
as a child; but when 1 became a 
man, I put away childish things. 
For now we see through a glass 
darkly ; but then face to face : 
now 1 know in part; but then 
shall I know even as also I am 
known. And now abideth faith, 
hope, charity, these three ; but 
the greatest of these is charity. 

The Gospel. St. Luke xviii. 31. 

THEN Jesus took unto him 
the twelve, and said unto 
them. Behold, we go up to Je- 
rusalem, and all things that are 
written by the prophets con- 
cerning the Son of man shall be 
accomplished. For he shall be 
delivered unto the Gentiles, and 
shall be mocked, and spitefully 
entreated, and spitted on^ And 
they shall scourge him, and put 
him to death; and the third 
day he shall rise again. And 
they understood none of these 
things : and this saying was hid 
from them, neither knew they 
the things vi^hich were spoken. 
And it came to pass, that as he 
was come nigh unto Jericho, a 
certain blind man sat by the 
way-side begging; and hearing 
the multitude pass by, he asked 
what it meant. And they told 
him, that Jesus of Nazareth 
passeth by.

And they 
which went before rebuked 
him, that he should hold his 
peace; but he cried so much 
the more. Thou Son of David, 
have mercy on me. Arid Jesus 
stood, and comnianded him to 
be brought unto him : and when 
he was come near, he asked 
him, saying. What wilt thou 
that I should do unto thee ? And 
he said. Lord, that I may re- 
ceive my sight. And Jesus said 
unto- him. Receive thy sight ; 
thy faith hath saved thee. And 
immediately he received his 
sight, and followed him, glori- 
fying God : and all the people, 
when they saw it, gave praise 
unto God.

And when he had fasted forty 
days and forty nights, he was 
afterward an hungered. And 
when the tempter came to him, 
he said. If thou be the Son of 
God, command that these stones 
be made bread. But he an- 
swered and said, It is written, 
Man shall not live by bread 
alone, but by every word that 
proceedeth out of tne mouth of 
God. Then the devil taketh 
him up into the holy city, and 
setteth him on a pinnacle of the 
temple, and saith unto him, If 
thou be the Son of God, cast 
thyself down ; for it is written. 
He shall give his angels charge 
concerning thee; and in their 
hands they shall bear thee up, 
lest at any time thou dash diy 
foot against a stone. Jesus said 
unto him. It is written again. 
Thou shalt not tempt the Lord 
thy God. Again the d^vil tak- 
6 
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cth him up into an exceeding 
high mountain, and showeth 
him all the kingdoms of the 
world, and the glory of them ; 
and saith unto mm, All these 
things will I give thee, if thou 
%vilt fall down and worship me. 
Then saith Jesus unto him, Get 
thee hence, Satan; for it is writ- 
ten. Thou shalt worship the 
Lord thy God, and him only 
shalt thou serve. Then the 
devil leaveth him, and behold, 
angels came and ministered unto 
him. 

The second Sunday in Lent. 
The Collect. 

ALmighty God, whoseest 
that we have no power of 
ourselves to h^lp ourselves; 
keep us both outwardly in our 
bodies, and inwardly in our 
souls; that we may be defended 
from all adversities which may 
happen to the body, and from 
all evil thoughts which may as- 
sault and hurt the soul, through 
Jesus Christ our Lord. Amen. 

The Epistle. 1 Thess. iv, 1. 

WE beseech you, brethren, 
and exhort you by the 
Lord Jesus, that as ye have re- 
ceived of us how ye ought to 
walk, and to please God, so ye 
would abound more and more. 
For ye know what command- 
ments we gave you by the Lord 
Jesus. For this is the will of 
God, even your sanctification, 
that ye should abstain from for- 
nication; that every one of you 
should know how to possess 
his vessel in sanctification and 
honour; notinthelustof concu- 
piscence, even as tiie Gentiles 
which know not God : that no 
man go beyond and defraud his

And Je- 
sus took the loaves, and when 
he had given thanks, he distri- 
buted to the disciples, and the 
disciples to theni that were set 
down, and likewise of the fishes 
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as much as they would. ; When 
they were filled, he said unto 
his disciples, Gather up the 
fragments that remain, that no- 
thing be lost. Therefore they 
gathered them together, and fil- 
led twelve baskets with the frag- 
ments of the five barley loaves, 
which remained over and above 
unto them tliat had eaten.

And 
they had then a notable prison- 
er, called Barabbas. Therefore, 
when they were gathered toge- 
ther, Pilate said unto them, 
Whom will ye that I release 
unto you ? Barabbas, or Jesus, 
which is called Christ? For he 
knew that for enw diey had 
delivered him. When he was 
set down on the judgment-seat, 
his wife sent unto him, saying. 
Have thou nothing to do witfi 
that just man ; for I have suf- 
fered many things this day in a 
dream^ because of him. But 
the chief priests and elders per- 
suaded the multitude that mey 
should ask Barabbas, and de- 
stroy Jesus. The governor an- 
swered and s^d unto them, 
Whether of the twain will ye 
that I release unto you ? Thev 
said, Barabbas. rilate saith 
unto them. What shall I do 
then with Jesus, which is called 
Christ? They all say unto him. 
Let him be crucified. And the 
governor said. Why, what evil 
hath he done? But they cried 
out die more, saying, Let him 
be crucified. When Pilate saw 
that he could prevail nothing, 
but that rather a tumult was 
made, he took water, and wash- 
ed his hands before the multi- 
tude, saying, I am innocent of 
the blood of this just person : 
see ye to it. Then answered all 
the people, and said. His blood 
be on us, and on oiu- children. 
Then released he Barabbas unto 
them : and when he Imd scourg- 
ed Jesus, he deliv«^d him to 



be crucified. Then the soldiers 
of the governor took Jesus into 
the common-hall, and gathered 
unto him the whole band of sol- 
diers. And they stripped him, 
and put on him a scarlet robe. 
And when they had platted a 
crown of thorns, they put it up- 
on his head, and a reed in his 
right hand; and they bowed 
the knee before him, and mock- 
ed him, saying, Hail, King of 
the Jews ! And they spit upon 
him, and took the reed and 
smote him on the head. And 
after that they had mocked him, 
they took the robe off from him, 
and put his own raiment on 
him, and led him away to cru- 
cify him. And as they came 
out, they found a man of Gy- 
rene, Simon by name ; him 
they compelled to bear his cross. 
And when they were come un- 
to a place called Golgotha, that 
is to say, a place of a skull, they 
gave him vmegar to drink min- 
gled with gall ; and when he had 
tasted thereof, he would not 
drink. And they crucified him, 
and parted his garments, casting 
lots: that it might be fulfilled 
which was spoken by the pro- 
phet. They parted my garments 
among them, and upon my ves- 
ture did they cast lots. And 
sitting down, they watched him 
there ; and set up over his head 
his accusation written, THIS 
IS JESUS THE KING OF 
THE JEWS. Then wen- 
there two thieves crucified with 
him; one on the right hand, 
and another on the left. And 
diey that passed by reviled him, 
wagging their heads, and saying. 
Thou that destroyest the tem- 
ple, and buildest it in three dajrs, 
save thyself : If thou be the Son 
of God, come down from the

cross. Likewise also the chief 
priests, mocking him, with the 
scribes and elders, said, He sav- 
ed others, himself he cannot 
save : If he be the King of Is- 
rael, let him now come down 
from the cross, and we will be- 
lieve him. He trusted in God ; 
let him deliver him now, if he 
will have him : for he said, I 
am the Son of God. The 
thieves also which were cruci- 
fied with him, cast the same in 
his teeth. Now from the sixth 
hour there was darkr^ss over 
all the land, unto the ninth 
hour. And about the ninth 
hour, Jesus cried with a loud 
voice, saying, £liy JEliy lamasa- 
bachthani? that is to say. My 
God, my God, why hast thou 
forsaken me ? Some of them 
that stood there, when they 
heard that, said, This vasiXi call- 
eth for Elias. And straightway 
one of them ran, and took a 
spunge, and filled it with vine- 
gar, and put it on a reed, and 
gave him to drink. The rest 
said. Let be, let us see whether 
Elias will come to save him. 
Jesus, when he had cried again 
with a loud voice, yielded up 
the ghost. And behold, the 
vail of the temple was rent in 
twain, from the top to the bot- 
tom ; and the earth did quake, 
and the rocks rent; and the 
graves were opened ; and many 
bodies of samts which slept, 
arose, and came out of me 
graves after his resurrection, 
and went into the holy city, attia 
appeared unto many. Now 
when the Centurion, and they 
that were with him watching 
Jesus, saw llie earthquake, and 
those things that were done, 
diey feared greatly, saying, 
Truly this was the Son of God.

I will mention 
the loving-kindnesses of the 
Lord, and the praises of the 
Lord, according to all that the 
Lord hatli bestowed on us, and 
the great goodness towards the 
house of Israel, which he hadi 
bestowed on them, according 
to his mercies, and accorduig to 
the multitude of his loving- kind- 
nesses. For he said, Surely 
they are my people, children 
that will not lie : So he was 
their Saviour. In all their af- 
fliction he was afflicted, and the 
angel of his presence saved

The Epistle. . Heb. ix. 16. 

T^THERE a testament is, 
y V there must also of neces- 
sity be the death of the testator : 
for a testament is of fc«rce after 
men ^^e dead ; otherwise it is 
of no strength at all, whilst the 
testator liveth. Whereupon, 
neither the -first testament was 
dedicated without blood. For 
when Moses had spoken every 
preceptto all the people, accord- 
mgtothe law, he took tne blood 
of calves and of goats, with wa- 
ter, and scarlet wool, and hys- 
sop, and sprinkled both, the 
book, and all the people, sav- 
ing. This is the blood of the 
testament which God hath en- 
joined unto you. Moreover, 
he sprinkled likewise with 
blood both the tabernacle, and 
all the vessels of the ministry. 
And almost all tfiings are by the 
law purged \yith blood ; and 
without shedding of blood is no 
remission. It was therefore 
necessary that the patterns of 
things in the heavens should be 
purified with these ; but the 
neavenly things themselves with 
better sacrifices than these. 
For Christ is not entered into 
the holy places made with 
hands, which are the figures of 
the true ; but into heaven itself, 
now to appear in the presence 
of God for us : nor yet that he 
should offer himself often, as 
the high priest entereth into the 
holy place every year with blood 
of others: (for then must he 
often have suffered since the 



foundation of Ae world) but 
now once, in the end of the 
world, hath he appeared to put 
away sin by the sacrifice of 
himself. And as it is appoint- 
ed unto men once to die, but 
after this the judgment : so 
Clirist was once offered to bearr 
the sins of many; and unto 
them that look for him shall he 
appear the second time, without 
sm, unto salvation.

The Epistle. Heb. x. 1. 

THE law haying a shadow 
of good things to come, 
and not the very image of the 
things, can never, with those 
sacrifices which they offered 
year by year continually, make 
the comers thereunto perfect. 
For then, would they not have 
ceased to be offered ? because 
that the worshippers, once purg- 
ed, should have had no more 
conscience of sins. But in tho$e 
sacrifices there is a remem- 
brance a^in made of sins every 
year. lor it is not possible 
that the blood of bulls and of 
goats should take away sins. 
Wherefore, when he cometh 
into the world, he saith. Sacri- 
fice and offering thou wouldest 
not, but a body hast thou pre- 
pared me: In bumt-offenngs 
and sacrifices for sin thou hast 
had no pleasure : Then said I, 
Lo, I come (in the volume of 
the book it is written of me) to 
do thy will, O God. Above, 
when he said. Sacrifice, and of- 
fering, and burnt-offerings, and 
offering for sin, thou wouldest 
not, neither hadst pleasure 
therein, which are offered by 
ti^ law ; Then said he, Lo, I 
come to do thy will, O GtxL 
He taketh away the first, that 
he may establish the second. 
By the which will we are sanc- 
tified, through the offering of 
the body of Jesus Christ once 
for all. And every priest stand- 
eth daily ministering and offer- 



ing oftentimes the same aacrf: 
fices, which can nevier take 
away sins. But this man, after 
he had offered one sacrifice for 
sins, for ever sat down on the 
right hand of God ; from hence- 
forth expecting till his enemies 
be made his footstool. For by 
one offering he hath 'perfected 
for ever them that are sanctified : 
whereof the Holy Ghost also 
is a witness to us: For after 
that he had said before. This is 
the covenant that I will make 
.with them after those days^ saith 
the Lord, I will put my laws 
into their liearts, and in their 
minds will I write them; and 
their sins and iniquities will I 
remember ho . more. Now, 
where remission of- these is, 
there is no more offering for 
sin. Having, tlierefore, bre- 
thren, boldness to enter into th« 
holiest by the blood of Jesus, 
by a new and living way, which 
he hatli consecrated^ for us 
through the vail, that is to say, 
his flesh; and haying an hVgh 
priest over the* house of God ; 
let lis draw near with a true 
heart, in full assurance of fail^ 
having our hearta^rinkled from 
an evil conscience, and our bo- 
dies washed with pure water. 
Let us hold fast the profession 
of our faith, witholit wavering; 
(for he is faithful that promis- 
ed;) and let us consider one 
smother to provoke unto love, 
and to good works; not forsak- 
ing the assembling of ourselves 
together^ as the manner of some 
is ; but exhorting one another : 
and so much the more,, as ye see 
the day approaching. 
Tlie Gospel. St. John xix. 1. 

PILATE therefore took Je- 
sus, and scourged him. -Adid 
the soldiers platted a crown of 
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tbh(»nnLd, and put it an his head, 
-and they put on him a purple 
robe, and said, Hail, king of 
the Jews! and they smote him 
with their hands. Pilate there- 
fore went forth again, and saith 
unto them, Behold, I bring him 
forth to you, that ye may know 
that I find no fault m him. Then 
came Jesus forth, wearing the 
crown of thorns, and the purple 
robe. And Pilate saith unto 
ihem, Behold the man. When 
the chief priests therefore and 
officers saw him, they cried out, 
saying, Crucify him, crucify 
him. Pilate saith unto them. 
Take ye him, and crucify him ; 
for I find no fault in him. The 
Jews answered him, We have 
a law, and by our law he ought 
to die, because he made himself 
the Son of God. When Pilate, 
riierefore, heard that saying, he 
was the more afraid; and went 
again into the judgment-hall, 
and saith unto Jesus, Whence 
art thou ? But Jesus gave him 
no answer. Then saith Pilate 
unto him, Speakest thou not 
unto me? Knowest thou not 
that I have power to crucify 
thee, and have power to release 
thee ? Jesus answered. Thou 
couldest have no power at all 
against me, except it were gi- 
.ven thee from above ; therefore 
he that delivered me unto thee 
hath the greater sin. And from 
thMsnceforth Pilate sought to re- 
lease him ; but the Jews cried 
out, saying, If thou let this man 
go, thou artnot Caesar's friend: 
Whosoever maketh himself a 
king, speaketh against Caesar. 
When Pilate, therefore, heard 
that saying, ne brought Jesus 
forth, and sat down in the Judg- 
ment-seat, in a {dace that is cal- 
led the Pavemait^ but in the 



Hebrew, Gabbatha. And it 
was the preparation of the Pass- 
over, and about the sixth hour : 
and ne saith unto the Jews, Be- 
hold your King. But they cri- 
ed out^ Away with him, away 
with him, crucify him. Pilate 
saith unto them, Shall I crucify 
your King ? The chief priests 
answered. We have no king 
but Caesar. Then delivered hS 
him therefore unto them to l)C 
crucified : and they took Jesus, 
and led him away. And he, 
bearing his cross, went forth 
into a place called the place of 
a skull, which is called in the 
Hebrew, Golgotha; where they 
crucified him, and two othar 
with him, on eith^ side one, 
and Jesus in the midst. And 
Pilate wrote a title and put it 
on the cross ; and the \vriting 
was, JESUS OF NAZAR- 
ETH THE KING OF THE 
JEWS. This title then read 
many of the Jews ; for the place 
where Jesus was crucified was 
nig^ to the city ; and it was 
written in Hebrew, and Greek, 
and Latin. Then said the chief 
priests of the Jews to Pilate, 
Write not. The King of tlic 
Jews; but that he said, I' am 
King of the Jews. Pikte an- 
swered. What I have written, 
I have written. Then the sol- 
diers, when they had crucified 
Jesus, took his garments, (and 
inade four parts, to every sol- 
dier a part) and also Tiis coat : 
now the coat was without seam, 
woven from the top through^ 
out. They said therefore among 
themselves, Let us not rend it, 
but cast lots for it, whose ,it 
shall be: that the scripture 
might be fulfilled, which saith.

Now the next 
day that followed the day of the 

Preparation, the chief priests and 
^harisees came together unto 
Pilate, saying. Sir, we remem- 
ber that the deceiver said, while 
he was yet alive. After three 
days I will rise again. Com- 
mand therefore that the sepul- 
chre be made sure until the 
thurd day, lest his disciples come 
by night, and steal him away, 
and say unto the people. He is 
risen from the dead ; so the last 
error shall be worse than the 
first. Pilate said unto them, 
Ye have a watch ; go your way, 
make it as sure as you can. So 
fliey went and made the sepul- 
chre sure, sealing the stone, and 
setting a watch.

PETER opened his mouth, 
and said, Of a truth I per- 
ceive that God is no respecter 
of persons : but in every nation 
he that feareth him and worketh 
righteousness, is accejjted with 
him- The word which God 
sent unto the children of Israel, 
preaching peace by Jesus Christ : 
(he is Lord of all : ) That word, 
1 say, ye know, which was pub- 
lished throughout all Judea, 
and be§an from Galilee, after 
the b^tism which John preach- 
ed : How God anointed Jesus 
of Nazareth with the Holy 
Ghost, and witfi power; who 
went about doing good, and 
healing all that were oppressed 
of the devil : for God was with 
him. And we are witnesses of 
all things which he did, both 
in the land of the Jews, and in 
Jerusalem; whom they slew, 
and hang^ on a tree. Him 
God raised up the third day. 
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atid showed him openly ; not to 
all the people, but unto witnes- 
ses chosen before of God, even 
to us, who did eat and drink 
with him after he rose from the 
dead. And he commanded us 
to preach unto the people, and 
to testify .tiiat it is he who was 
ordained of God to be the judge 
of quick and dead. To him 
give all the pn^hets witness, 
that through nis name, whoso- 
ever believeth in him, shall re* 
ceive remission of sins. 

The GospeL St. Luke xxiv. 13* 

BEHOLD, two of his dis- 
ciples went that same day 
to a village called Emmaus, 
which was from Jerusalem about 
threescore furlongs. And they 
talked together of all these 
things which had happened. 
And it came to pass, that while 
they communed together, and 
reasoned, Jesus himself drew 
near, and went with them. 
But their eyes were holden, 
that they should not know him. 
And he said unto them. What 
manner of communications are 
these that ye have one to an- 
other, as ye walk, and are sad? 
And one of them, whose name 
was Cleopas, answering, said 
unto him. Art thou only a 
stranger in Jerusalem, and hast 
not known the things which 
are come to puss there in these 
days ? And he said unto them, 
What things? And they said 
unto him. Concerning Jesus of 
Nazareth, who was a Prophet 
mighty in deed and word, be- 
fore God and all the people: 
And how the chief priests and 
our rulers delivered him to be 
cond.emned to death, and have 
crucified him. But we trust- 
ed that it had been he who 



should have redeemed Israel : 
and beside all this, to-day is 
the third day since these things 
were done. Yea, and certain 
women also of our company 
made us astonished, who were 
early at the sepulchre; and 
when they found not his body, 
they came, saying, that they 
had also seen a vision of angels, 
which said that he was alive. 
And certain of them who were 
with us went to the sepulclire, 
and found it even so as the wo- 
men had said; but him they 
saw not. Then he said unto 
them, O fools, and slow of heart 
to believe all that the prophets 
have spoken ! ought not Christ 
to have suffered these things, 
and to enter into his gloiy ? And 
beginning at Moses and all the 
Prophets, he expounded unto 
them in all the Scriptures, the 
things concerning himself. And 
they drew nigh unto the vil- 
lage whither they went : and he 
made as though he would have 
gone further : But they con- 
strained him, saying, Abide 
with us ; for it is towards even- 
ing, and the day is far spent. 
And he went in to tarry with 
them. And it came to pass, 
as he sat at meat with them, he 
took bi:ead, and blessed it, and 
. brake, and .gave to them. And 
their eyes were opened, and 
they knew him, and he vanish- 
ed out of their sight. And they 
said one to another, Did not 
our heart burn witliin us, while 
he talked with us by the way, 
and while he opened to us the 
Scriptures ? And they rose up 
the same hour, and returned 
to Jerusalem, and found the 
eleven gatliered together, and 
them that were with them, say- 
ing, The Lord is risen indeed,

For they that dwell at Jerusa- 
lem, and their rulers, because 
they knew him not, nor yet the 
voices of the prophets which 
are read every sabbath-day, 
they have fulfilled them in con- 
demning him. And though 
they found no cause of death 
in him, yet desircd thej'^ Pilate 
that he should be slain.

ten thee. And as concerning^ 
that he raised him up from the 
dead, now no more to return 
to^ corruption, he said on this 
wise, I will give you the sure 
mercies of David.^ Wherefore 
he saith also in another Psalm, 
Thou shalt not suffer thine ho« 
\y One to see corruption. ^ For 
David, after he had served his? 
own generation, by the will of 
Grod, fell on sleep, and was 
laid unto his fathers, and saw 
corruption: Buthe,whomGocl 
raised again, saw no corruption. 
Be it known unto you there- 
fore, men and brethren, that 
through this man is preached 
unto you the forgiveness of 
sins : And by him all that be- 
lieve are justified from all things, 
from which ye could not be 
justified by the law of Moses. 
Beware, therefore, lest that 
come upon you which is spo- 
ken of in the prophets. Behold, 
ye despisers, and wonder, and 
perish: for 1 work a work in 
your days, a work which you 
shall in no wise believe, though 
a man declare it unto you. 

The GospeL St. Luke xxiv. 36. 

JESUS himself stood in the 
midst of them, and saith 
unto them, Pieace be unto you. 
But thejr were, terrified, and af- 
frighted, and supposed that 
they had seen a spirit* And he 
said unto them, Why are ye 
troubled, and why do thoughts 
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arise in your hearts? Behold 
my hands and my feet, that it 
is I myself: handle me, and 
see ; for a spirit hath not flesh 
and bones, as ye see me have. 
And when he had thus spoken, 
he showed them his hands and 
his feet. And while they yet 
believed not for joy, and won- 
dered, he .said imto them, Have 
ye here any meat? And they 
gave him a piece of a broiled 
fish, and of an honey-comb. 
And he took it, and did eat be- 
fore them. And he said unto 
diem, These are the words 
which I spake unto you, while

world ; and this is the victory 
that overcometh the world, 
even our faith. Who is he 
that overcometh the world, but 
he that believeth that Jesus is 
the Son of God ? This is he 
tiiat came by water and blood, 
even Jesus Christ; not by wa- 
ter only, but by water and 
blood : And it is the Spirit that 
beareth witness, because the 
Spirit is truth. For there are 
three that bear record in hea- 
ven, the Father, tlie Word, and 
the Holy Ghost : and these three 
are one. And there are three 
that bear witness in the earth, 
the spirit, and the water, and the 
blood : and these three agree in 
one. If we receive the witness 
dF men, the witness of God is 
greater : for this is the witness 
of God, which he hath testified 
of his Son. He that believeth 
on the Son of God. hath the 
witness in himself: ne that be- 
lieveth not God, hath made him 
a liar, because he believeth not 
the record that God gave of his 
Son. And this is tihe record, 
that God hath given to us eter- 
nal life ; and this life is in his 
Son. He that hath the Son 
hath life ; and he that hath not 
the Son hath not life. 

The Gospel. StJohnxx. 19. 

THE same day at evening, 
being the first day of the 
week, when tlie doors were 
shut, where the discipfes were 
assembled for fear of the Jews, 
came Jesus and stood in tlie 
midst, and saith unto them, 
Peace be unto you. And when 
he had so said, he showed unto 
them his hand9 and his side. 
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Then were the disciples glad 
when they saw the Lord. Then 
said Jesus to them again, Peace 
be unto you: As my Fadier 
hath sent me, even so send I 
you.

with the Holy Ghost, and with 
power ; who went about doing 
good, and healing all that were 
oppressed of the devil ; for God 
was with him. And we are wit- 
nesses of all things which he did, 
both in the land of the Jews, 
and in Jerusalem; whom they 
slew, and hanged on a tree:

GOD so loved the world, that 
he gave his only begotten 
Son^ that whosoever beheveth 
HI him should not perish, but 
have everlasting life.

And when 
those beasts give glory, and ho- 
nour, and thanks to nim that 
sat on the throne, who liveth 
for ever and ever, the four and 
twenty elders fall down before 
him that sat on the throne, and 
worship him that liveth for ever 
and ever, and cast their crowns 
before the throne, saying. Thou 
art worthy, O Lord, to receive 
glory, and honour, and power; 
for thou hast created all thing's, 
and for thy pleasure they are, 
and were created. 

The Gospel. St. John iii. 1. 

THERE was a man of the 
Pharisees, named Nicode- 
mus, a ruler of the Jews : The 
same came to Jesus by night, 
and said unto him, Rabbi, we 
know that thou art a teacher 
come from God : For no man 
can do tliese miracles that thou 
doest, except God be with him. 
Jesus answered £md said unto 
him. Verily, verily, I say unto 
thee, except a man be bom 
again, he cannot see the king* 
dom of God. Nicodemus saith 
unto him. How can a man be 
bom when he is old? can he 
enter the second time into his 
mother's womb, and be bom ? 
Jesus answered. Verily, verily, 
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I say unto thee, except a man 
be bom of water, and of the 
Spirit, he cannot enter into the 
kingdom of God. That which 
is bom of the flesh, is flesh ; and 
that which is bom of the Spirit, 
is spirit. Marvel not that! said 
unto thee, ye must be bom 
again. The wind bio weth where 
k listeth, and thou hearest the 
sourri thereof, but canst not tell 
whence it Cometh, and whither 
it goeth ; so is every one that 
is bom of the Spirit. Nicode- 
mus answered and said unto 
him, How can these things be ? 
Jesus answered and said unto 
him, Art thou a master of Is- 
rael, and knowest not these 
things ? Verily, verily, I say un- 
to thee, we speak that we do 
know, and testify that we have 
seen ; and ye receive not our 
witness. If I have told you 
earthly things, and ye believe 
not ; how shall ye believe, if I 
tell you of heavenly things ? 
And no man hath ascended up 
to heaven, but he that came 
down from heaven, even the 
Son of man, who is in heaven. 
And as Moses lifted up the ser- 
pent in the wilderness, even so 
must the Son of man be lifted 
up; that whosoever believeth 
in him should not perish, but 
have eternal life.

' The Epistle, 1 John iv. 7. 

BELOVED, let us love one 
another: for love is of 
God, and every one that loveth 
is bom of God, and knowcth 
God. He that loveth not^ know- 
eth not God ; fcwr God is love. 
In this was manifested the love 
of God towards us, because that 
God sent his only begotten Son 
into the word, that we might 
live through him. Herein is 
love, not that we loved God, 
but that he loved us, and sent 
his Son to be the propitiation 
for our sins. Beloved, if God 
so loved us, we ought also to 
love one another. No man 
hath seen God at any time. If 
we love one another, God dwel- 
leth in us, and his love is per- 
fected in us. Hereby know we 
that we dweUin him* and he in 
us; because he hatn given us 
of his Spirit. And we have seen 
and do testify, that the Fatlter 
sent the Son to be the Saviour 
of the world. Whosoever shall 
confess that Jesus is the Son of 
God^ God dwelleth in him, and 
he m God. And we have 
known and believed the love 
that God hath to us. God is 
love ; and he that dwelleth in 
love, dwelleth in God, and God 
in him. Herein is our love 
made perfect, that we may have 
boldness in the day of judg- 
ment ; because as he is, so are 
we in this world. There is no 
fear in love; but perfect love 
casteth out fear ; because fear 
hath torment: He thatfeareth, 
is not made perfect in love. 
We love him, because he first 
loved us. If a man say, I love 
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God, and hateth his brother, 
he is a liar: for he that loveth 
not his brother, whom he hath 
seen, how can he love God* 
Svhom he hath not seen? Ana 
this commandmoit have we 
from him, that he who loveth 
God, love his brother also. 

The Gospel. St. Luke xvi. 19. 

THERE was a certain rich 
man, who was clothed in 
l^urple and fine linen, and fared 
sumptuously every day. And 
there was a certain beggar, nam- 
ed Lazarus, who was laid at his 
gate, fuU of sores ; and desiring 
to be fed with the crumbs which 
fell from the rich man's table : 
moreover, the dogs came and 
licked his sores. And it came 
to pass that the beggar died, and 
was carried by the angels into 
Abraham's bosom: the rich 
man also died, and was buried : 
and in hell he lifted up his eyes, 
being in torments, and seeth 
Abraham afar oS^ and Lazarus 
in his bosom. And he cried, 
and said. Father Abraham, have 
mercy on me, and send Laza- 
rus, that he may dip the tip of 
his finger in water, and cool niy 
tongue ; for I am tormented in 
this flame. But Abrahani said, 
Son, remember that thou in thy 
life-time receivedst thy good 
diings, and likewise Lazarus 
evil things; but now he is com- 
forted, and thou art tormented. 
And besides all this, between 
us and you there is a great gulph 
fixed ; so that they who would 
pass from hence to you cannot ; 
neither can they pass to us that 
would come from thence. Then 
he said, I pray thee therefore, 
father, that tliou wouldest send 
him to my father's house : fOT 
I have five brethren: that he 



may testif j^ unto them, lest they 
also come into this place of tor- 
ment. Abraham saith unto 
him, They ha ve Moses and the 
Prophets ; let them hear them. 
And he said. Nay, father Abra- 
ham ; but if one went unto them 
from the dead^ they will repent. 
And he said unto him. If tl^y 
hear not Moses and the IVo- 
phets, neither will they be per- 
suaded, though one rose from 
the dead.

And 
this IS his commandment, That 
we should believe on the name 
of his Son Jesus Christ, and 
love one another, as he gave yis 
commandment.

and hereby we know that he 
abideth in us, by the Spirit 
which he hath given us.

Therefore we 
are buried with him by baptism 
into death ; that like as Christ 
was raised up from the dead by 
the glory of the Father, even so 
we also should walk in newness 
of life. For if we have been 
planted together in the likeness 
of his death, we shall be also in 
the likeness of his resurrection :

Neither let us tempt 
Christ, as some of them also 
tempted, and were destroyed of 
serpents. Neither murmur ye, 
as some of them also murmur- 
ed, and were destroyed of the 
destroyer. Now all these things 
happened unto them for ensam- 
ples : 3nd they are written for 
our admonition, upon whom 
the ends of the world are come. 
Wherefore let him that thinki^ 
eth he standeth, take heed lest 
he fall. There hath no tempta- 
tion taken you, but such as is 
common to man: but God is 
faithful, who will not suffer you 
to be tempted above that ye are 
able ; but will with the tempta- 
tion also make a way to escape, 
that ye may be able to bear it. 

The Gospel. St. Luke xvi. 1. 

JESUS said unto his disciples, 
There was a certain rich 
man who had a steward; and 
the same was accused unto him, 
that he had wasted his goods. 
And he called him, and said 
unto him, How is it that I hear 
this of thee ?

JESUS, derarting from the 
coasts of ryre and Sidon, 
came unto the sea of Galilee, 
through the midst of the coasts 
of Decapolis, and they brmg 
unto him one that was deaf, and 
had an impediment in his speech; 
and they beseech him to put his 
hand upon him. And he took 
him aside from the multitude, 
and put his fingers into his ears, 
and he spit, and touched his 
tongue; and looking up to hea- 
vcn, he sighed, and saith unto 
him, Ephphatha^ that is.

And this I say, that the cove- 
nant that was confirmed before 
of God in Christ, the law^ 
which was four hundred and 
thirty years after, cannot disan- 
nul, that it should make the 
promise of none effect. For if 
the inheritance be erf the law^ 
it is no more of promise ; but 
God gave it to Abraham by 
promise. Wherefore then serv- 
eth the law? It was added be- 
cause of trangressions, till the. 
seed should come to whom the 
promise was made ; and it was 
ordained by angels in the hand 
of a mediator. Now a media- 
tor is not a mediator of one; but

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God is one. Is the law then 
agiiinst the promises of God ? 
God forbid ; for if there had been 
a law given which could have 
given life, verily righteousness 
should have been by the law. 
But the Scripture ham conclud- 
ed all under sin, that the promise, 
by faith of Jesus Christ, might 
be given to them that believe. 

The Gospel. St. Luke x. 23. 

BLessed are the eyes which 
see the things that ye see : 
For I tell you, that many pro- 
phets and kings have desired to 
see those things which ye see, 
and have not seen them ; and to 
hear those things Avhich ye hear, 
and have not heard them. And 
behold a certain lawyer stood 
up, and tempted him, saying, 
Master, what shall I do to in- 
herit eternal life ? He said unto 
him, What is written in the 
law ? How readest thou ? And 
he answering said, Thou shalt 
love the Lord thy God with all 
thy heart, and with all thy soul, 
and with all thy strength, and 
withall thv mind ; and thy neigh- 
bour as thyself.

And by chance there came down 
a certain Priest that way ; and 
when he saw him, he passed by 
on the other side. And like- 
wi^ a Levite, when he was at 
the place, came and locd^d on 
him; and passed by on the other 



side. But a certain Samaritan^ 
as he journeyed, came where te 
^vas: and when he saw him, he 
had compassion on him, and 
went to him, and bound up his 
wounds, pourinjg in oil and 
wine ; and set him on his own 
beast, and brought him into an 
inn, and took care of him. And 
on the morrow, when he de- 
parted, he took out two-pence, 
and gave them to the host, and 
said unto him, Take care of him; 
and whatsoever thou spendesf 
more, when I come again, I will 
repay thee. Which now of 
thes^ three, thinkest thou, was 
neighbour unto him that fell 
aniong the thieves? i^d he 
said. He that showed mercy on 
him. Then said Jesus unto 
him, Go, and do thou likewise.

For in Christ Jesus neither cir- 
cumcision availeth any\hhig, 
nor uncircumcision, but a new 
creature.

From hence- 
forth let no man trouble me, for 
I bear in my body the marks of 
the Lord Jesus. Brethren, the 
grace of our Lord Jesus Christ 
be with your spirit.

And why 
take ye thought for raiment? 
Consider the lilies of the field, 
how they grow : they toil not, 
neither do they spin; and yet I 
say unto you, that even Solo- 
mon in all his glory was not ar- 
rayed like one of these. Where- 
fore if God so clothe the grass 
of the field, which to-day is, 
and to-morrow is cast into the 
oven ; shall he not much more 
clodie vou, O ye of little faith? 
1 herefore take no thought, say- 
ing. What shall we eat? or. 
What shall we drink? or, 
Wherewithal shall we be cloth- 
ed? (for after all these things 
do the Gentiles seek : ) for your 
heavenly Father knoweth that 
ye have need of all these things. 
But seek ye first the kingdom 
of God,, and his righteousness, 
and all these things sliall be 
added unto you. Take there- 
fore no tliought for the mor- 
row ; for the moiTow shall take 
thought for the things of itself: 
sufficient unto the day is die 
evil thereof.

JESUS said, The kingdom of 
haiven is like unto a certain 
king, who made a marriage for 
his son ; and sent forth his ser- 
vants to call them that were bid- 
den to the wedding; and they 
would not come. Again, he sent 
forth other servants, saying. Tell 
them who are bidden. Behold, I 
have prepared my dinner: my 
oxen and my fatlings.are killed, 
•and all things are readv: come 
unto the marriage. But they 
made light of it^ and went then- 
ways, one to his farm, another 
to his merchandize: and the 
remnant took his servants, and 
entreated them spitefully, and^ 
slew them. But when the king ' 
heard thereof, he was wroth: 
and he sent forth his armies, 
and destroyed tliose murderers, 
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and burnt up their city. Then 
saith he to his servants. The 
wedding is ready, but they who 
were bidden were not worthy. 
Go ye dierefore into the high- 
ways, and as many as ye shall 
find, hid to the marriage. So 
those servants went out mto tlie 
highways, and gathered together 
all, as many as they found, both 
bad and good: and the wedding 
was furnished with guests. And 
when die king came in to see the 
guests, he saw there was a man 
who had not on a wedding gar- 
ment. And he saith unto him, 
Friend, how camest thou in 
hither, not having a wedding 
garment? And he was speech- 
less. Then said the king to the 
servants. Bind him hand and 
foot, and take him away, and 
cast him into outer darkness: 
there shall be weeping and 
gna^shing of teedi. For many 
are called, but few are chosen.

There is a lad here, who hath 
five barley-loaves, and two small 
fishes; but what are they among 
so many? And Jesus said, 
Make the men sit down. Now 
there was much grass in the 
place. So the men sat do^vn, 
m number about five thousand. 
And Jesus took the loaves, and 
when he had given thanks, he 
distributed to the disciples, and 
the disciples to them mat were 
set down, and likewise of the 
fishes, as much as they would. 
When they were filled, he said 
unto his disciples, Gather up the 
fragments that remain, that no- 
thing be lost. Therefore they 
gathtred them together, and 
filled twelve baskets with the 
fragments of the five barley- 
loaves, which remained over 
and above unto them that had 
eaten. Then those men, when 
they had seen the miracle that 
Jesus did, said. This is of a

First, Moses saith, I will pro- 
voke you to jealousy by them 
that are no people, ana by a 
foolish nation I will anger you. 
But Esaias is very bold, and 
saith, I was found of them that 
sought me not; I was made 
manifest unto them that asked 
not after me. But to Israel he 
saith. All day long have I stretch- 
ed forth my hands unto a diso- 
bedient and gainsaying people.

JESUS walking by the sea of 
Galilee, saw two brethren, 
Simon, called Peter, and An- 
drew ms brother, casting a net 
into the sea: (for they were fish- 
ers.)

thrust it into my side ; and be 
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not faithless, but believing. 
And Thomais answered and said 
unto him, My Lord, and my 
God. Jesus saith unto him, 
Thomas, because thou hast seen 
me, thou hast believed ; blessed 
are they that have not seen, and 
yet have believed. And many 
other signs truly did Jesus in 
the presence of his disciples, 
which are not written in this 
book. But these arc written, 
that ye might believe that Jesus 
is the Christ, the Son of God; 
and that believing, ye might 
have life through his name.

If 
we confess oiu' sins, he is faith- 
ful and just to forgive us our sins, 
and to cleanse us from all un- 
righteousness. If we say that 
we have not sinned, we make 
him a liar, and his word is not 
in us.

JESUS said unto Peter, Fol- 
low me. Then Peter turn- 
ing about, seeth the disciple 
whom Jesus loved, following, 
(which also leaned on his breast 
at supper, and said. Lord, which 
is he that betrayetli thee ?) Pe- 
ter seeing him, saith to Jesus, 
Lord, and what shall diis man 
do ? Jesus saith unto him. If I 
will that he tarry till I come, 
what is that to thee? Follow 
thou me. Then went this say- 
ing abroad among the brethren, 
that that disciple should not die : 
yet Jesus said not unto him. He 
shall not die : but if I wiU that 
he tarry till I come, what is that 
to thee?

And he 
was three days without sight, 
and neither did eat nor drink. 
And there was a certain disciple 
at Damascus, named Ananias, 
and to him said the Lord in a 
vision, Ananias: And he said. 
Behold, I am here. Lord. And 
the Lord said unto him, Arise, 
and go into the street which is 
called Straight, and inquire in 
die house of Judas for one called 
Saul, of Tarsus : for behold, he 
prayeth, and hath seen in a vi- 
sion a man named Ananias, 
coming in, and putting his hand 
on him, that he might receive 
his sight. Then Ananias an- 
swered. Lord, I have heard by 
many of this man, how much 
evil he hath done to thy saints 
at Jerusalem : and here he hath 
authority from the chief priests 
to bind all that call on thy name. 
But the Lord saith unto him. 
Go thy way : for he is a chosen 
vessel unto me, to bear my 
name before the Gentiles, and 
kings, and the children of Is- 
rael : For I will show him how 
great things, he must suffer for 
my name's sake. And Ana- 
nias went his way, and entered 
into the house ; and putting his 
hands on Wm, said, Brother 
Saul, the Lord (even Jesus, tfiat 



appeared unto thee in the way 
as thou earnest) hath sent me, 
that thou mightest receive thy 
sight, and be filled with the 
Holy Ghost. And immediately 
there fell from his eyes as it had 
been scales; and he received 
sight forthwith, and arose, and 
was baptized. And when he 
had received meat, he was 
strengdiened. Then was Saul 
certain days with the disciples 
which were at Damascus. And 
straightway he preached Christ 
in the synagogues, that he is the 
Son of God. But all that heard 
him were amazed, and said. Is 
not this he that destroyed them 
which called on this name in 
Jerusalem, and came hither for 
that intent, that he might bring 
them bound unto the chief 
priests? But Saul increased the 
more in strength, and confound- 
ed the Jews which dwelt at Da- 
mascus, proving that this is very 
Christ.

ABOUT that time, Herod 
the king stretched forth 
his hands to vex certain of the 
Church. And he killed James 
the brother of John with the 
sword. And because he saw it 
pleased the Jews, he proceeded 
fiuthertotake Peter also. (Then 
were the days of unleavened 
bread.) And when he had ap- 
prehended him, he put him m 
prison, and delivered him to four 
quarteniions of soldiers, to keep 
him ; intending after Easter to 
bring him forth to the i)eople; 
Peter therefore was kept in pri- 
son ; but prayer was made with- 
out ceasing of the Church unto 
God for him. And when He- 
rod would have brought him 



forth^: the same ni^t Peter ww 
sleepmg between two soldiers, 
bound with two chains ; ai^ the 
keepers b^ore the door kept the 
{MTison. And behold, the angel 
of the Lord came, upcm him, 
and a light shined in the prison : 
and he smote Peter on the side, 
and raised him up, saying. Arises 
up quickly. And his chains fell 
off trom his hands. And the 
angel said unto him. Gird thy. 
selfy and bind on thy sandals : 
and so he did. And te saith 
imto him. Cast thy garment 
about thee, and follow me. 
And he went out, and followed 
him ; and wist not that it was 
true which was done by the an- 
gel ; but thought he saw a vi- 
sion. When they were past the 
first and the second ward, they 
came unto the ircxi gate that 
leadeth unto the city, which 
opened to them of its own ac- 
cca*d : and they went out, and 
passed on through one street, 
and forthwith the angel departed 
iErom him. And when Peter was 
come to himself,, he said. Now 
I know of a surety that the Lord 
hath salt his angel, and hath de- 
Kvered me out of the hand of 
Herod, and frcnn all the expec- 
tation of the people of the Jews. 
The Gospel. St. Matt. xvi. 13. 

WHLN Jesus came into the 
coasts of Cassarea Philip- 
pi, he asked his disciples, say- 
ing. Whom do men say that I, 
the Son of man, am ? And they 
said. Some say that thou art 
John the B^tist i some, Elias ;

die prophets. He saith unto 
them, But whom say ye that I 
am? and Simon Peter answered 
and said.

BY the hands of the Apostles 
were many signs and won- 
ders wrought among the people 
(and they were all with one ac- 
cord in Solomon's porch. And 
of the rest durst no man join 
himself to them : but the peo- 
j)le magnified them. And be- 
lievers were the more added to 
the Lord, multitudes both of 
men and women) insomuch that 
they brought forth the sick into 
the streets, and laid them on 
beds and couches, that at least 
the shadow of Peter passing 
by might overshadow some of 
them. There came also a mul- 
titude out of the cities round 
about unto Jerusalem, bring- 
ing sick folks, and them which 
were vexed with unclean spirits ; 
and they were healed every one. 

"^he Gospel. St. Luke xxii. 24, 

AND there was also a strife 
among them, which of them 
should be accounted the great- 
est. And he said unto them, 
The kings of the Gentiles exer- 
cise lordship over them; and 
they that exercise authority upon 
them are called benefactors. 
But ye shall not be so : but he 
that is greatest among you, let 
him be as the younger ; and he 
that is chief, as he that doth 



serve. For whether is greater, 
he that sitteth at meat, or he that 
serveth? is not he that sitteth 
at meat? but I am among you 
as he that serveth.

halt or maimed, rather than hav- 
ing two hands or two feet, to be 
cast into everlasting fire. And 
if thine eye offend thee, pluck it 
out, and cast it from thee : it is 
better for thee to enter into life 
with pne ej^e, rather than having 
two eyes, to be cast into hell 
fire. Take heed that ye despise 
not one of these little ones : for 
I say unto you. That in heaven 
their angels do always behold 
the face of my Father which is 
in heaven^

ALMIGHTY God, whocaU. 
edst Luke the Physician,

For 
there are certain men crept in 
unawares, who were before of 
old ordained to this condemna- 
tion ; ungodly men, turning the 
grace of our God into lascivious- 
ness, and denying the only Lord 
God, and our Lord Jesus Christ, 
1 will therefore put you in re- 
membrance, though ye once 
knew this, how that the Lord, 
having saved the people out qf 
the land of Egypt, afterward 
destroyed them that believed 
not. And the angels which kept 
not their first estate, but left 
their own habitation, he hath 
reserved in everlasting chains 
under darkness, unto the judg- 
ment of the great day. Even 
as Sodom and Gomorrha, and 



thfe cities about them, in like 
manner giving themselves over 
to fornication, and going after 
strange flesh, ai-e set forth for 
an example, suffering the ven- 
geance of eternal fire. Likewise 
also these filthy dreaniers defile 
the flesh, despise dominion, and 
speak evil of dignities. 

The Gospel. St. John xv. 17. 

THESE things I command 
you, that ye love one an- 
other. If the world hate you, 
ye know that it hated me before 
it hated you. If ye were of the 
world, the world would love his 
own : but because ye are not of 
the world, bvit I have chosen 
you out of the world, therefore 
the world haleth you . Remem- 
ber the word that I said unto 
you. The servant is not greater 
than his lord. If they have p>er- 
secuted me, they will also per- 
secute you ; if mey have kept 
,my saying, they will keep your ^s 
also. But all these things will 
Aey do unto you for my name's 
sake, because they know not 
him that sent mc. If I had not 
come and spoken unto them, 
they had not had sin : but now 
they have no cloak for their sin.

presume not to come to the Lord^s Table, itntil hefiave openly declared himself to have trtely 
repented and amended his former evil life, that the Congregation may tftereby be satiftfied; 
and that he hath recompensed tlie parties to tohom he hath done -wrong f or at least declare 
himself to be in full purpose so to do, as soon as li€ conrveniently may. 

^ The same order shall the ^Minister use vnth t/wse, bettoixt whom he perceiveth malice and 
hatred to reign ; not suffeivng tliem to be partakers of the Lord's Table, utitil he ktierm 
them to be reconciled, ^ind if one of the parties, so at variance, be content to forgive Jhom 
the bottom of his heart all that the other hath trespassed against him, and to make amendf 
for that -wherein, lie himself hath offended ; and the other party tvHI not be persuaded to a 
godly unity, but remain still in Jus frorwardness and malice ; the Minister in that case 
ought to admit the penitent person to the Holy Communion, and not him that is obstinate .- 
JProvided, that every Minister so repelling any, as is herein specified, shall be obliged tn 
give an account of the same to the Ordinary, as soon as convenieiitly may be.

the less cause to be disquieted for lack of the same. But if the sick Person be not able to 
come to the Church, atidyet is desirous to receive the Communion in his house ; then he 
must give timely notice to the Minister, signifying also hem many there are to communis 
cote with him f'which shall be two at the least; J and all thing8^7iecessary being prepared,

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we die. Be not deceived: Evil 
communications corrupt good 
manners. A wake to righteous- 
ness, and sin not: for some have 
not the knowledge of God. I 
spesk this to your shame. But 
some man will say, How are the 
dead raised up? and with what 
body do they come? T1k)u 
fool, that which thou sowest is 
not quickened, except it die. 
And that which thou sowest, 
thou sowest not that body that 
shall be, but bare grain ; it may 
chance of wheat, or of sonie 
other grain. But God giveth it 
a body as it hath pleased him ; 
and to every seed his own body. 
All flesh is not the same flesh ; 
but there is one kind of flesh of 
men, another flesh of beasts, 
another of fishes, and another of 
birds. There are also celestial 
bodies, and bodies terrestrial:

b tl^ earthy, such are th^ that 
are earthy: and as is the hea* 
vcnly, such are they also that 
are heavenly. And as we have 
borne the image of the earthy, 
we shall also bear the image of 
the heavenly. Now, this I say, 
brethren, that flesh and blood 
cannot inherit the kingdom of 
God; neither doth corruptim 
inherit incorruption.

7 The law of the Lord is an 
undefiled law, converting the 
soul; the testimony of the Lord 
is sure, and giveth wisdom unto 
the simple. 

8 The statutes of the Lc»d 
are right, and rejoice the heart; 
tibe commandment of the Lord 
is pure, and giveth light unto 
the eyes. 

9 The fear of the Lord is 
clean, and endureth for evar ; 
the judgments of the Lonl are 
true, and righteous altogether. 

10 More to be desired are 
they than gold, yea, than much 
fine gold; sweeter also thaii 
honey, and the honey-comb. 

11 Moreover, by them is thy 
servant taught ; and in keeping 
of them there is great reward.. 



12 Who can tcii how oft he 
ofiendeth ?

11 Tush, say they^ how 
should God perceive it? is there 
knowledge in the most High ? 

12 Lo, these are the ungod^^ : 
these prosper in the wcwld ; and 
these have riches in possession: 
and I said. Then have I cleansed 
my heart in vain, and washed 
mme hands in innocency. 

13 All the day long have I 
been punished, and chastened 
every morning. 

14 Yea, and I had almost 
said even as they ; but lo, then 
I should have condenrnad the 
generation of thy children. 
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. 15 Then tiiou^^t I to uiufer- 
stand this; but it was too hard 
for me, 

16 Until I went into the sanc- 
tuary of God: then understood 
I the end of these men; 

17 Namdy, how thou dost set 
ikexa in shppery places, and 
easiest them down and destroy- 
est them. . 

18 O how suddenly do diey 
consume, perish, and come to

19 Yea^ even like as a dream 
when one awaketh; so shalt 
thou make their image to vanish 
out of the city.

21 So foolish was I, and ig- 
norant, even as it were a beast 
before thee. 

22 Nevertlieless, I am alway 
by thee ; for thou hast holden 
me by my right hand.

7 Confounded be all they 
that worship carved images, and 
that delight in vain gods : wor- 
ship him, all ye gods.

9 For thou, Lord) art kigher 
than all diat arc in the earth? 
thou are exalted far aboipe all 
fiTods. 

10 O ye that love the Lord^ 
see "that ye hate the thing which 
is evil: the Lwd preserved 
the souls of his saints ; he shall 
deliver them from die haind of 
the ungodly. 

il There is qpruBg up a 
light for the righteolis^ and jogr^ 
ful gladness for such as are 
true-hcartejd. 

12 Rejoice in the Lord, ye 
righteous, and give thanks for a 
remembrance of his hdiness*

10 And that, oecause of thine 
indignation and wrath ; for thou 
hast taken me up, and cast me 
down. 

11 My days are gone like a 
shadow, and I am withered like 
grass. 

12 But thou, O Lord, shalt 
fcndure for ever, and thy re* 
jnemtwrance throughout all ge- 
nerations. 

13 Thou shall arise, and have 
jBiercy upon Sion ; for it is time 



that thou have mercy upoaher ; 
yea, the time is come* 

14 And why? thy servants 
think upon her stones, and it 
pitieth tbem to see her m the 
dust. 

15 The heathen shall fear thy 
name, O Lord; and all me 
kings of the earth thy Majesty. 

16 When the Lord shall 
build up Sion, and when his 
glory shall appear; 

17 When he tumeth him 
unto the prayer of the poor des- 
titute, and despiseth not tineur 
desire ; 

18 This shall be written for 
those that come after, and the 
people which shall be bom shall 
praise the Lord. 

L9 For he hath looked down 
from his sanctuary ; out of the 
heaven did the Lord behold the 
earth. 

20 That he might hear the 
mourning of such as are in 
captivity, and deliver the chil- 
dren appointed unto death ; 

21 1 hat they may declare 
the name of the Lord in Sion, 
and his worship at Jerusalem ; 

22 When the people are ga- 
thered together, and the king- 
doi^s also, to serve the Lord. 

23 He brought down my 
strength in my journey, and 
shortened my days*. 

24 But I said, O my God, 
take me not away in the midst 
of mine age ; as fca: thy years, 
they endure throughout all ge» 
msrations. 

25 Thou, Lord, in the be- 
ginning hast laid the foundation 
of the earth, and the heavens 
are the work of thy hands. 

26 They shall perish, but 
thou shalt endure ; they all shall 
wax old as doth a garment. 

27 And as a vesture shalt 
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th0u change them, and they 
«shaU be changed ; but thou art 
tte same, and thy years shall 
not fail. 

28 The children of thy ser- 
vants slmll continue, and then- 
seed shall standfast in thy sight. 

psalm ciii. JSenedic, anima mea. 

PRAISE the Lord^ O my 
soul ; and all that is within 
me^ praise his holy name. 

2 Praise the Lord, O my soul ; 
said forget not all his benefits ; 

3 Who f<»rgiveth all thy sui, 
and healeth all thine infirmities ; 

4 Who saveth diy life from 
destruction, and crowneth thee 
with mercy and loving-kind- 
ness ; 

5 Who satisfieth thy mouth 
with good things, making thee 
young and lusty as an eagle. 

6 The Lord executeth righ- 
teousness and judgment, for all 
them that are oj^ressed with 
wrong. 

7 He showed his ways unto 
Moses, his works unto the chil* 
dbren of Israel. 

8 The Lord is full of com- 
passion and moicy, long-suffer- 
ing, and of great goodness. 

9 He will not alway be chid- 
ing ; neither keepeth he his an- 
ger for ever. 

10 He hath not dealt with us 
after our sins ; nor rewarded us 
according to our wickednesses. 

11 For look how high the 
heaven is in comparison of the 
earth ; so great is his mercy iiso 
toward them that fear himi 

12 Look how wide also the 
east is from the west ; so far 
hath he set our sins from us ! 

^ 13 Yea, like as a father pitieth 
his own children; even so is 
the Lord merciful unto them 
that fear him. 



14 Forheknoweth whereof 
we are made ; he remembereth 
that we are but dust. 

15 The days of man are but 
as grass ; for he flourisheth as a 
flower of the field. 

16 For as soon as the wind 
goeth over it, it is gcme; and 
the place thereof shall know it 
no more. 

17 But the merciful goodness t 
of the Lord endureth for evor* ^ 
and ever upon them that fear 
him; and his righteousness 
upon children's children ; 

18 Even upon such as keep 
his covenant, and think upon 
his commandments, to do them. 

19 The Lord hath prepared 
his seat in heaven, and nis king- 
dom ruleth over all. 

20 O praise the Lord, ye 
Angels of his, ye that excel in 
strength ; ye that fulfil his com- 
mandment, and hearken unto 
the voice ctf his words. • 

21 O praise the Lord, all ye 
his hosts; ye servants of his 
that do his pleasure. 

22 O speak good of the Lord, 
all ye works of his, in all places 
of his dominion : Praise thou 
the Lord, O my soul. 

EVENING PRAYER. 

Psalm civ. Benedict anima mea. 

PRAISE the Lord, O my 
soul: O Lwd my God/ 
thou art become exceeding 
glorious, thou art clothed with 
majesty and honour. 

2 Thou deckest thjnself with 
light as it were with a garment, 
and spreadest out the heavens 
like a curtain^ 

3 Who layeth the beams of 
his chambers in the waters, and 
maketh the clouds his chariot, 
and walketh upon tlie wings of 
the wind« 
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4 He makedi tus angels spi- 
rits, and his ministers a flaming 
fire. 

5 He^laid the foundations of 
die earth, that it never should 
move at any time. 

6 Thou coveredst it with the 
deep like as with a garment; 
the waters stand in the hills. 

7 At thy rebuke they flee ; 
at the voice of thy thunder 
diey are afraid. 

8 They go up as high as the 
hills, and down to the valleys 
beneath; even unto the place 
which thou hast appointed for 
them. 

9 Thou hast set them their 
bounds, which they shall not 
pass, neither turn again to cov^ 
the earth. 

10 He sendeth the springs 
Hito the rivers, which run 
among the hills. 

11 All beasts of the field 
drink thereof, and the wild asses 
quench their thirst. 

12 Beside them shall the 
fowls of the air have their ha- 
bitation, and sing among the 
branches. 

13 He watereth the hills from 
above ; tlie earth is filled with 
the fruit of thy works. 

14 He bringeth forth grass 
for the cattle, and green herb 
for the service of men. 

15 That he may bring food 
out of the earth, and wine that 
maketh glad die heart of man ; 
and oil to make him a cheer, 
ful countenance, and bread to 
^strengthen man's heart 

16 The trees of the Lord also 
are full of aap ; even the cedars 
of Libanus, which he hath 
planted ; 

17 Wherein the birds make 
their nests ; and the fir-trees 
are a dwelling for the stork. 



18 Thehigfahiflsareareiiige 
for the wild goats ; and so ai^ 
the stmiey rodLs for the conies« 

19 He appointed the moon 
fix* certain seasons, and the sun 
knoweth his going down. 

20 Thou makest darkness, 
that it may be night ; wherein 
all the beasts of die forest do 
move. 

21 The lions roarinp^ after 
their prey, do seek thea* meat 
from God. 

22 The sun ariseth, and thesr 
get them awa^ together, and 
lay them down in their dens. 

23 Man goeth forth to his 
work, and to lus labour, until 
the evening. 

24 O Lord, how manifold ' 
are thy ^vorks ; in wisdom hast 
thou made them all ; the earth 
is full of thy riches. 

25 So is the great and wide 
sea also; wherem are things 
creeping innumerable, botb 
small and great beasts. 

26 There go the ships^ and 
there is that Leviathan, whom 
thou hast made to take his pas- 
time therein. 

27 These wait all upion thee, 
that thou mayest give theift 
meat in due season. 

28 When thou giVest it them, 
they gather it ; and when thou 
o{>enest thy hand, diey are filkd 
with good. 

29 When thou hidest thy 
face, they are troubled : when 
thou takest away their breath, 
diey die and are turned again 
to their dustc 

30 When thou lettest diy 
breath go forth, they shall be 
made; and thou shak renew 
the face of the earth. 

31 The glorious majesty of the 
Lord shall endure for ever ; the 
Lord shall rejoice in his-work^. 
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3(8 The earth ^hall tremble 
4Kt the look of him ; if he do 
but touch the hills, they shall 
slnoke. 

33 I will sing unto the Lord 
as long as I live ; I will praise 
my God while I have my be- 
ing; 

34 And so shall my words 
I^base him ti my joy skdl be in 
the Lord. 

35 As for sbners, they shall 
be consumed out of the earth, 
said the ungodly shall come to 
an end : Praise thou the Lordy 
O my soul, praise the Lord. 



The twenty -first Day. 

MORNING PRAYER. 

Psalm cv. Confitemim Domino. 

OGive thanks unto the Lord, 
and call upon his name; 
tell the people what things he 
hath done. 

2 O let your songs be of him, 
and praise him ; and let your 
talking be of all his wondrous 
works. 

3 Rejoice in his holy name ; 
let the heart of them rejoice, 
that seek the Lord. 

4 Seek the Lord and his 
strength; seek his fece ever- 
more. 

5 Remember the marvellous 
works that he hath done; his 
wonders, and the judgments of 
his mouth ; 

6 O ye seed of Abraham, 
his servant ; ye children of Ja- 
cob, his chosen. 

7 He is the Lord our God ; 
his judgments are in all the 
world. 

8 He hath been alway mind- 
ful of his covenant and promise, 
that he made to a thousand ge- 
nerations. 

9 Even the covenant that he 



made with Abrahsan; and the 
oatli that he s ware unto Isaac ; 

10 And appointed the same 
unto Jacob for a law, and to 
Israel for an everlasting testa- 
ment, 

11 Saying, Unto thee will I 
give the land of Cannan, the lot 
of your inheritance. 

12 When there were yet but 
a few of them, and they stran- 
gers in the land ; 

13 What time as diey went 
from one nation to another, 
from one kingdcnn to another 
peoj^e; 

14 He suffered no man to do 
them wrcMig, but reproved even 
kings ioF their sakes : 

15 Touch not mine Anoint- 
ed, and do my prophets no 
harm. 

16 Moreover, he called for a 
dearth upon the land, and de- 
stroyed all the provision of 
bread. 

17 But he had sent a man 
before them, even Joseph, who 
was sold to be a bond-servan^ 

18 Whose feet they hurt m 
the stocks; the iron entered 
into his soul ; 

^ 19 Until the time came that 
his cause was known : the word 
of the Lord tried him. 

20 The king sent, and deli- 
vered him ; the prince of the 
people let him go tree. 

21 He made him lord also of 
his house, and ruler of all his 
substance ; 

22 That he might inform hisr 

Erinces after his will, and teach 
is senators wisdom. 

23 Israel also came into 
Egs^pt, and Jacob was a stran- 
ger in the land of Ham. 

24 And he increased his peo- 
ple exceedingly, and made men> 
stronger than their enemies ; 
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25 Whose heart tumeth so, 
that they hated his people, and 
dealt untruly with lus servants. 

26 Then sent he Moses his 
servant, and Aaron whom he 
had chosen ; 

, 27 And diese showed his to- 
kens among them, and wonders 
in the land of Ham. 

28 He sent darkness, and it 
was dark ; and they were not 
obedient unto his word. 

29 He turned their waters 
into blood, and slew their fi^. 

30 Their land brought forth 
frogs ; yea, even in their king's 
chambers. 

31 He spake the Word, and 
there came all manner of flies, 
and lice in all their quarters. 

32 He gave diem hail-stones 
for rain; and flames of &^ in 
their land. 

33 He smote their vines also 
and fig-trees; and destroyed 
the trees diat were in their 
caists. 

34 He spake the word, and 
the grasshoppers came, and cat- 
terpillars innumerable, and did 
eat up all the grass in their land, 
and devoured the fruit of their 
ground. 

35 He smote all the first-bom 
in their land ; even the chief of 
all their strength. 

36 He brought them forth 
also Avith silver and gold ; there 
was not one feeble person among 
their tribes. 

37 Egypt was glad at their 
departing ; for they werfe afraid 
of them. 

38 He spread out a cloud to 
be a covenng ; and fire to give 
light in the night season. 

39 At their desire he brought 
quails ; and he filled them with 
tlxe bread of heaven. 

40 He opened die rock of 



stone, and the waters flowed 
out, so that the rivers ran in* 
the dry places. 

41 For whjr? he remembered 
his holy promise ; and Abraham 
his servant. 

42 And he brought fordi lus 
people with joy, and his chosen 
with gladness ; 

43 And gave them the lands 
of the heathen : and they took 
the labours of the people m pos- 
session ; 

44 That they might keep his 
statutes, and observe his laws. 

EVENING PRAYER. 
Psalm cvi. Canfitethim Domino. 

OGive thanks unto the Lord ; 
for he is gracious, and his 
mercy endureth for even 

2 Who can express the nobte 
acts of the Lord, or show forth 
all his praise ? 

3 Blessed are they that alway 
keep judgment, ai^ do righte- 
ousness. 

4 Remember me, O Lord, 
according to the favour that 
thou bearest unto thy people; 
O visit me with thy salvation. 

5 That I may see the felicity 
of thy chosen, and rejoice m 
the gladness of thy people, and 
give thanks with thme mheiit* 
ance. 

6 We have sinned with our 
fathers; we have done amiss, 
and dealt wickedly. 

7 Our fathers regarded^ not 
thy wonders in Egypt, neither 
kept they thy great goodness in 
remembrance; but were dis- 
obedient at the sea, even at the 
Red Sea. 

8 Nevertheless, he helped 
them for his name's sake, that 
he might make his power to be 
known. 

9 He rebuked the Red Sea 
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also, and it was dried up ; so 
he led them through die deep, 
as through a wilderness. 

10 And he saved them from 
the adversaries' hand, and de- 
livered them from the hand of 
the enemy. 

11 As for those that troubled 
them, the waters overwhelmed 
them; there was not one of 
them left. 

12 Then believed they his 
words, and sang praise unto him. 

13 But 'Withm a while they 
forgat his works, and would not 
abide his counsel. 

14 But lust came upon them 
in the wilderness, and they 
tempted God in the desert. 

15 And he gave them their 
desire, and sent leamiess withal 
into their soul. 

16 They angered Moses also 
in their tents, and Aaron the 
saint of the Lord. 

17 So the earth opened, and 
swallowed up Dathan, and co- 
vered the congregation of Abi- 
rami 

18 And the fire was kindled 
in* their company; the flame 
burnt up the ungodly* 

19 They made a calf in Ho- 
reb, and worshipped the molten 
image. 

20 Thus they turned their 
glory into the similitude of a 
calf that eateth hay. 

21 And thev foi-gat God theif 
Saviour, who nad done so great 
things in Egypt ; 

22 Wondrous works in the 
land of Ham; and fearful things 
by the Red Sea. 

23 So he said he would have 
destroyed them, had not Moses 
his chosen stood before him in 
the gap, to turn away his wrath- 
ful indignation, lest he should 
destroy them. 



24 Yea, they ihoufl^ scorn 
of that pleasant land, and gave 
no credence unto his word ; 

25 But murmured in their 
tents^ and hearkened not unto 
the voice of the Lord. 

26 Then lift he up his hand 
against them, to overthrow them 
in the wilderness ; 

27 To cast out their seed 
among the nations, and to sc^U 
ter them in the lands. 

28 They joined themselves 
unto Baal-peor, and ate the of- 
ferings of me dead. 

^ 29 Thus they provoked him 
to anger with their owoi inven* 
tions ; and the plague was great 
among them. 

30 Then stood up PhineeSj 
and prayed ; and so the plague 
ceased* 

31 And that was counted 
unto him for righteousness^ 
among all posterities for ever- 
more* 

32 They angered him also at 
the waters of strife, so that he 
punished Moses for their sakes ; 

S3 Because they provoked 
his spirit, so that he spake un«> 
advisedly with his lips. 

34 Neither destroyed they 
the heathen, as the Lord com- 
manded them : 

35 But were mingled among 
the heathen, and learned their 
works. 

36 Insomuch that thev wor- 
shipped their idols^ which turn- 
ed to their own decay; yea, 
they offered their sons and their 
daughters unto devils ; 

37 And shed innocent blood, 
even the blood of their sons and 
of their daughters, whom they 
offered unto the idols of Canaan ; 
and the land was defiled vidth 
blood. 

38 Thus were Uiey staine4 
34 
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m/iAk their own wcnrks, and 
went a whoring wkh their own 
inventions. 

39 Therefore was the \vradi 
of the Lord kindled against his 
people, insomuch that he abhor- 
red nis own inheritance. 

40 And he gave them over 
into the hand of the heathen ; 
md they that hated them were 
lords over them. 

41 Their enemies opjM^ssed 
them, and had tliemcin subjec- 
tion. 

42 Many a time did he deli- 
ver them ; but they rebelled 
against him with their own in- 
ventions, and were brought 
down in their wickedness. 

43 Nevertheless, when he 
saw their adversity, he heard 
their complaint. 

44 He thought upon his co- 
venant, and pitied them, ac- 
cording unto the multitude of 
his mercies ; yea, he made all 
those that led jliem away cap- 
tive to pity them. 

45 Deliver us, O Lord oar 
God, and gather us from among 
the heathen ; that we may give 
thanks unto thy holy name^ and 
make our boast of thy praise. 

46 !Blessedbe the Lord God 
of Israel, from everlasting, and 
world without end ; and let all 
the people say, Amen. 

The twenty -second Day. 
MORNING PRAYER. 

Psalm cvii. Confiteniim Do- 
mino. 

OGive thanks unto the 
Lord ; for he is gracious, 
and his mercy endurethfor ever* 
2 Let them give thanks, 
whom the Lord hath redeemed,

3 And gatiiered them out of 
the lands, from the east, and 
from the west ; from the north, 
and from the south. 

4 They went astray in the 
wilderness out of the way, and 
found no city to dwell in. 

5 Hungiy and thirsQr, their 
soul fainted in them. 

6 So they cried unto the 
Lord in their trouble, and he 
delivered them from their dis- 
tress- 

7 He led tliem forlih by the 
right way, that they might go to 
the city where they dwelt. 

8 O that men would there- 
fore praise the Lord for 1^ 
goodness ; and declare the won- 
ders that he doeth for the <:hil- 
dren of men ! 

9 For he satisfieth the empty 
soul, and filleth the hungry soul 
with goodness ; 

10 Such as sit in darkness 
and in the shadow of death, be- 
ing &st bound in misery jouf 
iron^ 

11 Because they rebelled 
against the words of the Lord, 
and lightly regarded the coun- 
sel of the Most Highest 

12 He also brought down 
their heart through heaviness; 
they fell down, and there was 
none to help them. 

13 So when they cried unto 
the Lord in their trouble, he de- 
livered them out of theu* dis- 
tress. 

14 For lie brought them out 
of darkness, and out of the sha- 
dow of death, and brake their 
bonds in sunder. 

15 O that men would there- 
fore praise the Lord for his 
goodness ; and declare the won- 
ders that he doeth for the chil- 
dren of men I 
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16 For he hath broken the 
gates of brass, and smitten the 
bars of iron in sunder. 

17 Foolish men are plagued 
for their offence, and because 
of their wickedness. 

18 Their soul abhqrred aft 
manner of meat, and they were 
even hard at death^s door.

THERE is but one living and true God, 
everlasting, without IxMiy, puts, or pas- 
mons ; of infinite power, wisdom and goodness ; 
the Maker and Preserver of all things both vi- 
sible and Invisible. And in unity of Uiis God- 
head, there be three persons, of one substance, 
power, and eternity ; the Father, the Son, 
and the Holy Ghost.

nasses. The First Book of Maccabees, The 
Second Book of Maccabees. 

All the Books of the New Testament, as 
they are commonly received, we do receive 
and account them Canonical. 

Art. Vn. Of the Old Testament. 

The Old Testament is not contrary to the 
New ; for both in the Old and New Testa- 
ment everlasting life is offered to mankind by 
Chnst, who is the only Mediator between 
God and Man, being both God and Man. 
Wherefore they are not to be heard, which 
feign, that the Old Fathers did look only for 
^nsitory Promises. Although the Law givea 
from God by Moses, as touching Ceremo- 
nies and Rites, do not bind Christian men, nor 
the Civil Precepts thereof ought of necessity 
to be received in any Commonwealth; vet 
notwithstanding, no Christian man whatsoever 
18 free from the obedience of the Command- 
ments which are called moral. 

ArtVm. Of the Creeds. 

The JWc«ic Creed, and that which is com- 
monly called the .Apostles Creed, ought 
thoroughly to be received and believed: for 
they may be proved by most certain warrants 
of holy Scripture. 

Art. IX. Of Original or Hirth'Sin; 

Original sin standeth not in the following of 
Adam (m the Pelagians do vainly talk) ; but 
It is the fauh; and corruption of the nature of 
every man, that naturally is engendered of the 
oRspnng of Adam, whereby man is very fat- 
gone from original righteousness, and is of his 
own nature inclined to evil, so that the flesh 
lusteth always contrary to the Spirit; and 
therefore in every person born into this world, 
Ki ^««9rTe||b Goers vrath and damnation/ 
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And this infection of natore doth remain, yea, 
,ln them that are r^enerated ; whiei't bv the 
. lust of the flcahy called in Greek, ^^vnfJtm 
cM^Kofy whiehaome do expound the Mr isdon^ 
aoiue Sensuality, some the Affection, some the 
Desire of the Flesh, is not suluect to the Lair 
of God. And although there is no condemna- 
tion for thero that believe and are baptized ; 
jet the Apostle doth confess, that concupis- 
cence and hist hath of itself the nature of sin. 

ArtX. OfFree-Witt, 

The condition of man, after the fall ofJidam, 
is such, that he cannot turn and prepare him- 
aelf, by his own natural strength and ffto6 
vorks, to fiuth, and calling upon God : where- 
lore we have no power to do good works 
pleasant and acceptable to God, without the 
grace of God by Christ preventing us, tliat we 
lOay have a good will, and working with tt% 
when we have that good will. 

Art XI. Of the Justification of Man, 

. We are accounted righteous before God, 
only for the Merit of our Lord and Saviour 
Jesus Christ by Faith; and not for our own 
Works or Deservings. Wherefore, that we 
•re justified by Faith only, is a most whole- 
some docti*ine, and very full of comfort, as 
more largely is expressed in the Homily of 
Justification. 

Art. XIL Of Good JVorha. 

Albeit that good Works, which are the 
fruits of Faith, and follow atler Justification, 
cannot put away our sins, and endure the se- 
verity of God's Judgment; yet are they pleas- 
ing and acceptable to God in Christ, and do 
apring out necessarily of a true and lively 
Faith; insomuch that by them a lively Faith 
may be as evidently known, as a tree disaern- 
ed by the fruit. 

Art XIII. Of Works before Justification, 

Works done before the ^oe of Christ, and 
the inspiration of his Spint, are not pleasant 
to God, fcH'aamuch as they spring not of faith 
in Jesus Christ, neither do they make men 
meet to receive grace, or (as the School Au- 
thors sajr) deserve ^uce of eongruity : yea 
rather, for that they are not done as God hath 
willed and commanded them to he done, we 
liouht not but they have the nature of sin. 

Art XIV. Of Works of Supererogation, 

Voluntary Works besides over and above 
God*s Commandments, which they call Works 
of Supererogation, cannot be taught without 
Anogancy and impiety. For bjr them men do 
declare. That they do not only render unto 
God as much as they are bound to do, hut 
that they do more for his sake than of bounden 
duty is required: Whereas Christ saith plainly. 
When ye have done all that are commanded 
to you, say. We are unprofitable servants. 

Art XV. Of Christ alone -without Sin, 

^ Christ in the truth of our nature, was made 
hke unto us in all things (sin only except), 
from which he was clearly void, both in his 
flcsli, and in his spirit. He came to be jR 
Lamb without spot, who by sacrifice of him- 



self once made, should take air«f tlie iiiM <f 
the world ; and ain (as St John saitlj} was not 
in him. But all we the rest (akhoiieh bap- 
tized and born again in Christ) vet onend m 
many things; and if we say we liave no ain, 
we deceive oaraelvea» and the truth is not i^ 
us. 

Art. XVL Of S^n after JBa/Hum. 

Not every desd^ sin, wilfiag||y eoamitM 
after Baptism, is sin ajeainst t& Holy Ghori^ 
and unpardonable. Wherefore the erant of 
repentance ia not to be denied to aueli as fidl 
into sin after Baptism. After we^T« reeeif- 
ed the Holy Ghost, we may depart teoto grate 
given, and fall into ain, and by the ffntce cf 
Giod (we may) arise again, aad amend ont 
lives. A nd therefore they are to he condemn* 
ed, which say, they can no more ain as ion^ 
as they live here, or deny the place of for- 
giveness to such as truly repent 

Art XVn. OfPredestination and JElectkn^ 

Predeatinatioo to life is the everiflBting p«> 
pose of (vod, whereby (before the foundiktiOM 
of the world were laid) he halh constantly ds* 
creed, l^ his oauosel, secret to us, to delircr 
from curse and damnation, those whom he 
hath chosen in Christ oat of mankind, and ts 
bring them by Christ to^everlastingr saJyatial^ 
as vessels made to honour. Wherefere they, 
whicli he enchied with so excellent a hencfitof 
God, be called according to God*a pnrpoae W 
his Spirit workingin due season : they Uiroapi 
grace obey the calling: they be justified free- 
ly: they be made Sons of God by adoption: 
they be made like the image of his only bq^oU 
ten Son Jesus Christ: they walk refigiously is 
good works, and at length by God a msrcy 
they attain to everlasting felicity.. 

As the godly consideration of Predcstins- 
tion, and our Election in Christ is fiifi of 
sweet, pleasant, and unspeakahle comfort ta 
godly persons, and such as feel in thansefFCi 
the working of the Spirit of Christ, mcrtifip^ 
ing the wortu of the flesh, andthar eartw 
members, and drawing up their mad to hi^ 
and heavenly things, as well because it (\<Mh 
greatly establish and confirm their faith « 
eternal salvation, to he enjoyed throuf^ 
<;hrist, as because it doth ferventl;^ kindle 
their love towards God : So, for cunous sn4 
carnal persons, lacking the Spirit of Christ, ts 
have continually before their eyes the Sen- 
tence of God's Predestination, is a most daa- 
gerous downfall, whereby the Devil dodi 
thrast them eilJier into desperation, er into 
wretchlessneas of most uncloin Uviiig9 no IcM 
perilous than desperation. 

Furthermore, we must receive God's Vt9' 
mises in such wise as th^ be generally s^ 
fiirth to us in Holy Scripture: And in oar do> 
ings, that will of GmI is to be followed, whi(4 
we have expressly declared «nto ua in At 
word of God. 

Art XVIII. Of obtaimng Eternal Satva^ 
tion onfy oy the J^ame of Christ, 

They also are to he had accursed, that pre» 
sume,to say, that every man shall besavei by 
the Law or Sect wlacb he profesaechy ao thrt 
he be diligent to frane i^i life Mooindiiig tp 
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ihiilUni^,MidtheL^torKitare. Vor\ko\j 
Scripture doth set out unto us only the mme 
of Jesof Christf whereby men mutt be aayed. 

Art. XtX. Of the Church. 

The visible Church of Christ tt a Congrega- 
tiQu of faithful men» in the which the pure 
Wore) of God is preached, and the Sacraments 
he duly ministered according to Christ*sOrdi- 
Baaee* io all those things that of necessity are 
Teottisite to the same. 

As the Church of iReruto^em, Alexandriu^ 
•nd ^Antittch have erred ; so also the Churi^ 
of R^me hath erred, not only in their living 
and manner of Ceremomes, but also in mat« 
ters of Faith. 

Art XX. Cfthe jittthority of the Church. 

The Church hath power to decree Rites or 
Ceremonies, ' and Authority in Controversies 
of Faith: And yet it is not lawful for the 
Churdi to ordain any thii^ that is contrary to 
God'^ Word written ; neither may it so ex- 
pound one place of Sorinture, that it be re- 
pugnant to another. Wherefore, although 
the Church be a Witness and a Keeper of 
Holy Writ, yet as it ought not to decree any 
thin^ against the same, so besides the same 
ought it not to enfrarce any thing to be believ* 
«i tor necessity of salvation. 

Art. XXI. Of the .Authority of General 

CounciU.* 

Art. XXII. Of Purgatory. 

The Romish doctrine concerning Pargato- 
ty, Pardons, Worshipping and Adoration, as 
well oflma^es as of Reliques, and also Invo- 
oation of Saints, is a fond thing vainly invent- 
ed, and grounded upon no warranjty of Scrip- 
ture, but rather repugnant to the word of 
God. 

Art XXIII. OfMmi9tenng in the Congre" 

gation. 

It is not lawful for any man to take upon 
him the Office of public rreaching, or Minis- 
tering the Sacraments in the Congregation, 
before he be lawfuily called, and sent to exe- 
oute the same. And those we ought to judge 
lawfully called and sent, which be chosen an^l 
called to this Work by men who have public 
Authority given unto them in the Congrega- 
tion, to call and send Ministers into the Lord's 
Vineyard. 

Art. XXIV. Of Speaking in the Congrega- 
tion in 9uch a Tongue as the People unaer- 
etandeth. 

It is a thing plainly repugnant to the Word 
of God, and the Custom of the Primitive 
Church, to have PubUc Prayer in the Church, 
or to Minister the Sacraments in a Tongu« 
jQOt understanded of the People. 

Art. XXV. Of the Sacraments. 

Sacraments ordained of Christ be not only 
badges or tokens of Christian men's Profea- 
tion; but rather they be certain sure witnes- 



•ea^ and effectual signs of grace, and God*s 
good will towards us, by the m hich he doth 
work invisibly in us, and doth not only f)uick- 
en, but also strengthen and confirm our taiUi 
in him. 

There are two Sacraments ordained of 
Christ our Lord in the Gospel, that is to say. 
Baptism, and the Supper of the Lord. 

Those five commonly called S::crament8, 
that is to say. Confirmation, Penance, Orders^ 
Matrimony, and extreme Unction, are not to 
be counted for Sacraments of the Gospel, be- 
ine such as have grown, partly of the corrupt 
followiiig of the Apostles, partly are states of 
fife allowed by the Scriptures; but yet have 
not like nature of Sacraments with Haptism 
and the Lord's Supper, for that they have not 
any visible Sign or Ceremony ordained of 
God. 

The Sacraments were i^f* ordained of 
Christ to be gazed upon, or to be carried 
about, but that we should duly use them. 
And in such only as worthily receive the 
sanie, they have tC wholesome effect or ope* 
ration: but they that receive them unwor- 
thily, purchase to themselves damnation, as 
St Paul saith. 

Art. XX V|. ^fthe Umoorthiness oftheJm^ 
nisters, -wlUch hintiera not the ejfect of the 
Sacraments. 

Ahhrmgh in the visible Church the evil be 
ever mingled with the good, and sometime 
the evil have chi^* authority in the ministra- 
tion of the Word and Sacraments: yet, fi>r- 
asmuch as they do not the same in their owa 
■ name, but in Christ's, and do minister by his 
Commission and Authority, we may use their 
Ministr}, both in hearing t\^e. Word of God, 
and in reoeivina the Sacraments. Neither la 
the effect of Christ's Ordinance taken awi^- 
by their wickedness, nor the grace ot" God4 
gifls diminished fi*om such, as by faith, and* 
rightly, do receive the Sacraments ministered 
unto them, which be efiectual, because of 
Christ's institution and Promise, although 
they be ministered by evil men. 

Nevertheless, it appertaineth to the Disci- 
pline of the Church, that inquiry be made of 
evil Ministers, and that they be accused by 
thi.se that have knowle<lge of their offences: 
and finally being found guilty by just judg- 
ment, be deposed. 

Art. XXV«. Of Baptism. 

Baptism is not only a sisn of Profession^ 
and mark of Difference, whereby ChristipD 
men are discerned from others that be not 
christened: but it is also a sign of Regenera- 
tion, or new Birth, whereby, as by an in* 
strument, they that receive Baptism rightly 
are grafted into the Church : the promises of 
the forgiveness of sin, and of our adoption to 
be the Sons of God by the Holy Ghoet, arc 
visibi} signed and sealed : faith is confirmed, 
and grace increased hy virtue of Prayer unto 
God. I'he Baptism of young children is in 
any wise to be retained in the Church as roost 
agreeable with the institution of Christ

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Art.XXVni. Of the LeriVt St^per.» 

The Sapper of the Lord ia not ooly a ngn 
of the Love that Christians ought to have 
among themselves one to another ; but rather 
it is a Sacrament of our Redemption bj 
Christ's death : Insomuch that to such as right- 
ly, worthily, and vith faith receive the same, 
the Bread which we break is a partaking (^ 
the Body of Christ, and likewise the Cup of 
Blessing is a pHrtaking of the Blood of Christ. 

Transubstaiitiation (or the change of Sub- 
stance of Bread and Wine) in the Supper of 
the Lord, cannot be proved by Holy Writ ; 
hut it is repugnant to the plain words of Scrip- 
ture, overthroweth the nature of a Sacra- 
ment, and hath given oecasion to many Su- 
perstitions. 

The Body of Christ is given, taken, and 
eaten in the Supper, only atler an heavenly 
and spiritual manner. And the mean where- 
by the bo<ly of ("hrist is received and eaten in 
thd Supper, is Faith. 

The Sacrament of the (iOrd's Sapper was 
not by Christ's Ordinance reserved, carried 
about, lifted up, or worshipped. 

Art. XXIX. Of the Wicked, which eat mi 
qf the Body of Christ in the Use of the 
JLord's Supper. 

The wicked, and such as be void of a lively 
faith, altliMtoh they do carnally and visibly 
press ¥'ith ^Rlir Teeth (as St. Ausntstine 
salth) the Sacraoiant of the Body and Blood 
of Christ ; yet in n^ wise are they partakers 
of Christ; but rather to their Condemnation 
do eat and drink the Sign or Sacrament of so 
great a thing. 

Art XXX. Of both Xinda. 

The Cnp of the Lord is not to be denied to 
the Lay -People : for both the parts of the 
Lord's Sacrament by Christ's Ordinance and 
Commandment, ought to be ministered to all 
Christian men alike. 

Art. XXXI. Of the one Oblation of Christ 
flushed upon the Cross, 

The offerinjg of Christ once made, is that 
perfect redemption, propitiation, a^d satisfac 
tion for all the sins of the whole MiDrld, both 
original and actual ; and there is none other 
satisfaction for sin, but that alone. Where- 
fore the Sacrifice of Masses, in which it was 
eommonly said, that the Priestrdid offer Christ 
for the quick and the dead, td have remission 
of pain or guilt, were blusphefnous fables, and 
dangerous deceits. 

Art. XXXII. Of the Marriage of PriesU, 

Bishops, Priests, and Deacons, are not c<Mn- 
roanded by God's Law, either to vow the estate 
ofsiiipile life, or to abstain from Marriage: 
therefore it is lawful for them, as for all other 
Christian men, to marry at their own discre- 
tion, as they shall judge the same to serve bet^ 
ter to godliness. 

Art. XXXIII. Of excommunicate Persons^ 
how they are to be fwoided. 

That person which by open denunciation of 
the Church, is rightly eut off from th« Unity 



of the Church, and exeomimuilMted, cmrirt 
to be taken of the whole muldtade of the 
fiathfiil, as ao Heathen and Publican, until he 
be openly reeondled by Penance, and received 
into the Church by a Judge that hath autho* 
rity thereanta 

Art XXXIV. Of the Traditimu of thd 

Church, 

It is not neeessary that Traditions and Ce- 
remonies be in all places one, or utterly like; 
for at all times they have been divera, and 
may be changed aceordingr to the diversity of 
countries, times, and men^s manners, so that 
nothing be ordained against God's word. 
Whosoever through his private judgment 
wilfingly and purpcady dotn openly break the 
Traditions and Ceremonies of the Charch^ 
which be not repugnant to the word of God* 
and be ordained and approved by eommon 
Authority, ought to be rebuked openly (that 
other may fear to do the like) as he that of« 
fendeth against the common order €^ the 
Church, and hurteth the Authority of the 
Magistrate, and woundeth the Consciences of 
the weak Brethren. 

Every Particular or National Charoh hatb 
Authonty toonlain, change, and abolish Cer^ 
monies 01* Rites of theChureh, ordained onfy 
by man's Authority, so that all things be done 
to edifying. 

ArtXXXV. OfUomUes. 

The seeond Book of Homilies, the aevenl 
titles whereof we hare joined under this Arti- 
cle, doth contain a godly and wholeaome Doc- 
trine, and necessary for these Times^ as doth 
the former book of Homilies, which were set 
forth in the time ofJSdwardthe Skth; and 
therefore we Judge ^ them to be read io 
Churches by the Ministers diligently and dii- 
tinctly, that they may be understanded of tbe 
People.

•onsecration and ordering; neither hath it any 
thing that, of itself, is superstitious and un- 
godly: and, therefore, whosoever are conse- 
(brated or ordered according to said form, we 
decree all mich to be rightly, orderly, and 
lawfully consecrated and ordered. 

Art XXXVU. Of the Power of the Civil 
MagiatriUet, 

The power oT the ChrU Magistrate ex* 



tendeth to all men, as well Clergy as Lnity» 
in all things temporal; but hath no nnthority 
in things purely spiritual. And we hold it to 
be the dutF of all men who are professors of 
the Gospel, to pay respectful oteilienct to the 
civil authority, regularly and legitimately con- 
stituted. 

Art. XXXVni. OfChrisHanMen'tGoofh, 
which are not common. 

The Riches and Goods of Christians are 
not common, as touching the Ri|;ht, Titles 
and Possession of the same, as certain Anabap- 
tists do falsely bo;ist. Notwithstanding, every 
man ought of such things as he posHcsseth^ 
liberally, to give Alma to the Poor, according 
to his ability. 

Art XXXIX. Of a Ckriatian ManU Oath^ 

As we confess that vain and rash swearing i« 
forbidden Christian men by our Lord Jesua 
Christ, und Jamea his Apo«tle: so we judge 
that Christian Religion doth not prohibit, but 
that a man may swear when the Magistrate 
requireth, in a'cause of Faith and Charity, so 
it be done according to the Prophets teaciui^ 
in Jiiatie% 4ttdgraeat» and Truth*

Which 
Offices vere evermore had in such reverend estimation^ that no man might 
presume to execute any of them^ except he were first called j triedy exai» 
mined^and known to have such qualities as are requisite for the same / and 
also by fiubUc Prayer^ with Imfiosition of Hands^ were approved and ad* 
mitted thereunto by lawful Authority* And therefore^ to the intent thai 
these Orders may be continued^ and reverently used and esteemed in this 
Churchy no man shall be accounted or taken to be a lawful Bishop^ Priest^ 
or Deacony in this Churchy or suffered to execute any of the said P'unc'' 
tionsy except he be catledy triedy examinedy and admitted thereuntOy accord'^ 
ing to the Form hereafter foUowingy or hath had Episcopal Consecration 
or Ordination, 

^nd none shall be admitted a Deaeony Priest y or Bishopy except he be of the 
age which the Canon in that case provided may require, 

^nd the Bishopy knowingy either by himselfy or by sufficient teatimonyy any 
Person to be a man qf virtuous conversation^ and without crime ; andf 
after examination and trialy finding him sufficiently instructed in the Holy 
Scripturcy and otherwise learned as the Canons requircy mayy at the timet 
appointedy or elscy on urgent occasiony upon some other dayy in the face of 
the Churchy admit him a Deaeony in such Manner and Form asfbUoweth^
